Four-Month Commuter's Headache Starts On Kennedy

A four-month commuter's headache 


will begin at 10 a.m. Tuesday for motor- 
ists from the Northwest suburbs who use 
the Kennedy Expressway. 


Officials of the Illinois Department of 


Public Works and Buildings announced 
yesterday a four-stage, $15.7 million re- 
surfacing project which will close two 
lanes of the expressway at a time until 
Oct. 22. 


The resurfacing project win cover the 


entire Kennedy Expressway from Mann- 
heim R o a d to the Eisenhower Ex- 


pressway in the Loop. At the same time, • 
reconstruction work and improvements 
will begin on the local lane portion of the 
Dan Ryan Expressway to 65th Street. 


Northwest suburban motorists trav- 


eling into Chicago from the Northwest 
Tollway will be channeled into one lane 
of traffic just beyond East River Road. 


At Foster Avenue, they will be directed 


across a temporary crossover into one of 
the four lanes normally reserved for 
northbound traffic. 


At Montrose Avenue the motorists will 


enter the Kennedy's two reversible ex- 


press lanes, which will direct them to 
Chicago's Loop. There will be no exits 
available for Northwest suburban motor- 
ists between the Northwest Tollway and 
the Loop. 


Local traffic will enter at East River 


Road from the Kennedy Expressway 
from the airport, at Foster and at the 
Edens Expressway junction. However, 
that traffic will be kept in the outside 
southbound lane, while construction work 
proceeds on the two inside southbound 
lanes. 


"We expect tremendous problems in 


traffic movement and control, unless mo- 
torists can assist us by staying off the 
roads, or if they must travel by ex- 
pressways, to exercise the utmost pa- 
tience and cooperation," said William F. 
Cellini, director of Illinois Department of 
Public Works and Buildings. 


"I strongly urge commuters to use oth- 


er forms of transportation, such as the 
CTA, commuter railroads and buses, or 
to find their own best alternate routes to 
and from work during the period," he 
said. 


About 225,000 cars use the expressway 


every day, he said, and added that "we'll 
still have traffic problems" even if only 
half of that number use the Kennedy Ex- 
pressway during the construction period. 


Speed limits will be reduced to 45 


m.p.h. during construction, and the num- 
ber of emergency patrol vehicles in use 
to clear traffic "hot spots" will be 
doubled. 


Trucks and buses will be permitted to 


use the local lanes on the Kennedy, but 
they will not be permitted to enter the

The home rule provisions of the new 


Illinois Constitution which goes into ef- 
fect today is expected to have little im- 
mediate affect in Elk Grove Village, ac- 
cording to Village Mgr. Charles Willis. 


He said he foresaw no major change in 


the village government with the new con- 
stitution, largely because the enabling 
legislation bad yet to be spelled out by 
the General Assembly in Springfield. 


Under the new constitution, municipal- 


ities with 25,000 population will be given 
home rule powers granting them local 
control over local matters. Previously, 
municipalities had to have specific au-

thorization from the legislature in the 
form of a state statute. 


While Elk Grove Village's official pop- 


ulation according to the U.S. Census Bu- 
reau is 24,516, it would appear to be just 
short of the 25,000 needed for home rule. 


USING THE CENSUS bureau's 24,516 


figure from the April, 1970 census, Willis 
estimated there are now 25,000 residents, 
based on the number of move-ins, water 
hookups, and occupancy permits issued 
since the census. 


It was noted that last year's census by 


the federal government included resi- 
dents of 446 mobile home units. However, 
the village does not allow mobile units. It 
has been speculated that the mobile 
home units were taken from any one of 
several mobile home parks hi the unin- 
corporated areas surrounding the munic- 
ipality. 


Either way the village is close to be- 


coming a home rule community. Just 
what that means other than the general 
interpretation of giving local government 
more control over its destiny remains to 
be seen. 


Willis said the full meaning of the 


home rule provision will not be known 
for 10 to 15 years. He expected it to take 
that long for the impact of home rule to 
be realized. This period would include 
various courts tests expected to arise. 


One of the powers that local municipal- 


ities may gain through home rule powers 
is the ability to impose an income tax 
though this won't be known for certain 
until it is determined what action the 
state legislature takes to implement the 
new constitution. The legislature was to 
adjourn last night. 


THE VARIOUS revenue raising powers 


municipalities now have are spelled out 
by state statute. For example, the stat- 
utes allow certain businesses to be li- 
censed iwhile others are not. The new 
constitution gives municipalities broad 
regulating powers to license but not for 
revenue. 


Willis said most municipalities are tak- 


ing a wait-and-see attitude over the new 
constitution to see what authority is 
passed on to them by the General As- 
sembly.

Survey Reveals Parent-Teen Conflicts Common Problems

Conflict between parents and teenagers 


is destroying a growing number of fami- 
lies in Des Plaines and Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, according to a team of researchers 
who conducted a survey of yduth prob- 
lems in the two communities. 


The researchers, who recently com- 


pleted a study funded by the Illinois Law 
Enforcement Commission found widen- 
ing difference in the attitudes and beliefs 
of parents and teenagers, a breakdown in 
family life, and a desire by a growing 
number of teenagers to escape their 
homes to find less pressured, more satis- 
fying lives. 


The study was conducted earlier this 


year by a four-member staff headed by 
Kenneth Krause, assistant professor at 
the Jane Addams Graduate School of So- 
cial Work, University of Illinois, Chicago 
Circle. 


The study, funded by an $8,792 grant, 


drew conclusions from interviews with 78 
policemen, church youth workers, school 
counselors and social therapists and 
health workers in four suburbs, including 
Des Flaines, Elk Grove Village, Park 
Ridge and Niles. 


The study showed an increase in drug 


use, parent-teacher conflict, runaways, 
truancy, thefts, vandalism, depression, 
withdrawal, and sexual problems, in- 
cluding venereal disease, abortions and 
illegitimate pregnancies. 


THE RESEARCHERS concluded that 


more counseling is needed both for the 
teenagers and their parents to help them 
discuss their problems and create mu- 
tual respect. 


They also recommend more emergen- 


cy aid, informal meeting places and anti- 
drug abuse programs to help fight grow- 
ing youth problems. 


"The old ways of handling children 


aren't working anymore," Krause told 


the Herald. "Families appeal to young- 
sters to conform to certain values in edu- 
cation or morality, but the teenagers of- 
ten don't conform because they don't see 
the need." 


Instead the teenagers often choose to 


follow a code of conduct and behavior 
that makes sense to them, Krause said. 


Many teenagers ^are less materialistic 


than their parents, more willing to dis- 
cuss their emotions, and have a broader 
grasp and concern over national issues, 
he said. 


Part of the reason for the difference 


between the generations is the effect of 
the mass media and television, which 
bring the world and social issues into the 
home, Krause said. 


Another change is in the role of the 


family. In past generations, Miss Stevens 
said, parents taught their children a 
great deal. Now more is taught by the 
schools, and children seldom learn how 


to make a living by working with their 
parents, she said. 


TEENAGERS ARE often subjected to 


great pleasure to do well in school, they 
said. 


And the years of dependency — when 


an individual doesn't have the adult right 
to decide his fate, earn his own money or 
marry — is extended because of the long 
years of education required for many 
professions, Miss Stevens said. 


The result is conflict between parents 


and children, they said. Values and be- 
liefs are often so different that commu- 
nications break down and problems are 
not discussed until they become over- 
whelming.

Teenagers sometimes turn to "quick 


solutions" such as drugs. Our society as 
a whole reaches for these quick solir- 
tions, Miss Stevens said, but the younger

The stock market scored a sharp gain

Commission on Urban Area Government, 
Cook County Committee on Criminal Jus- 
tice, and the Leadership Council of Met- 
ropolitan Open Communities.

District To Have Fewer Custodians 


E1 k Grove Township Elementary 


School Dist 59 will employ the equivalent 
of eight fewer full-time custodians next 
year to clean the school buildings. 


As a result, the district w>ll have 2.6 


custodians for each of the 20 buildings 
and "it will mean shabbier buildings," 
Supt James Erviti told members of the 
board at a budget committee meeting 
Tuesday night 


Part-time custodians and part-time 


maintenance men who are mainly em- 
ployed during the summer to help get the 
buildings ready for the opening of school, 
have been eliminated entirely from the 
budget, Erviti said. 


Schools will not be painted this year, 


either inside or outside, he added. 


The building fund budget presented to 


the 
budget committee totals 
about 


$165,000 less than the preliminary budget 
presented to the board in April. 


Erviti reported the district will save 


approximately $21,000 in custodial over- 
time because of the decision last week to 
close the schools to all but school-spon- 
sored activities. 


He said the cuts in the building fund 


are not likely to be restored dunng the 
coming year, because very little money 
will become available. 


NO STATE aid is received for building 


fund budgets, he said, and "the only 
source of money for this fund is local tax 
effort " 


Even if the Circuit Court ruling on cor- 


porate personal property tax is over- 
turned, he said, only about $15,000 more 
would be available for the building fund. 


Many other problems would remain in 


the building fund, he said "There is less 
likelihood of happy surpnses in this fund 
than in the education fund." 


With the cutbacks in the number of 


custodians, each man will be responsible 
for cleaning 20,000 square feet of space 
each day, he said 


"Fifteen thousand to 18,000 square feet 


is the maximum load you can ordinarily 
expect from school custodial service," he 
said. "We will be asking more than 
would ordinarily be expected of a school 
custodian." 


A spokesman for Centex Corp said 


yesterday the smallest single-family 
house in a Centex development runs 
about 1,000 square feet and the largest is 
about 2,400 square feet. 


Board members agreed they had no 


changes to suggest for the cuts recom- 
mended in the building fund or for the 


cuts of more than $300,000 in the educa- 
tion fund. 


Committee chairman Allen Sparks said 


that in order to change any of the cuts, 
board members would have to find some- 
thing else of equal dollar amount to cut. 


BOARD MEMBER Erwin Poklacki 


said, "I wish I had alternatives, in a 
way. I'm sure you realize that if I could 
find something in here we could do with- 
out so we could replace some learning 
center clerks, I'd jump at that." 


The recommendations in the education 


fund include elimination of many of the 
clerks who aid teachers in learning cen- 
ters at the schools 


Erviti said, "I hope you all realize 


there is nothing good about what I've 
recommended. There is nothing in these 
cuts that has improved education in the 
district, but they have to be made." 


Charge Policeman With Grand Theft

has charged one of its own men, Patrol- 
man William K Heidt, 31, with grand 
theft, alleging he stole $1.000 to $1,100 in 
merchandise from a store he was sup- 
posed to be guarding. 


Heidt was arrested Tuesday, and post- 


ed $2.000 bond, as set by Judge Marvin 
Peters of the Dlst 3 of Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court. He is to answer the grand 
theft charge in felony court in Niles at 11 
a m Tuesday. Police Chief Martin Con- 
roy suspended Heidt from his post, pend- 
ing a hearing by the Schaumburg Fire 
and Police Commission on a charge of 
conduct unbecoming a police officer. 


The theft charge against Heidt alleges 


he stole such items as a car tape player, 
a household mixer, a wheelbarrow, and 


pieces of carpeting from the Sears Roe- 
buck and Co store being prepared for 
opening at Woodfield Mall Heidt, like 
most other members of the department, 
had been assigned to tours of night se- 
curity guard duty at the shopping center. 


HEIDT'S ARREST Tuesday came just 


one day before he was to have left the 
department. He submitted his resigna- 
tion three weeks to the day before his 
arrest. Chief Conroy sa'd the thefts are 
alleged to have occurred over the past 
week and a half, after Heidt submitted 
his resignation. 


Heidt has been on the Schaumburg po- 


lice force more than five years, said 
Chief Conroy, and until his arrest his 
record as an officer was "average," said 
the chief.

FBI agents and Des Plaines police 


raided a Des Flames house Tuesday af- 
. ternoon as part of a simultaneous crack- 
. down on seven alleged gambling oper- 


ations in six North and Northwest sub- 
urbs 


Armed with federal warrants four FBI 


agents, assisted by Des Plaines Det 
Robert Zeimet. searched the residence of 
Fred E "Rock" Aldridge, 362 Rand Rd. 


Zeimet. who disclosed the raid yester- 


day, said the agents had warrants to 
search the home, and to search Aldridge 
and Aldndge's stepson Anthony Rochetti, 
24. of 1120 Wheeling Kd , Mount Pros- 
pect. 


The detective said when he and the 


agents entered the white-frame home 
just north of Wolf Road. Rochetti was 
seated in the kitchen, near a telephone. 
In front of Rochetti, Zeimet said, were 
numerous betting slips and other betting 
paraphernalia. 


ZEIMET SAID that while the agents 


were searching the home, several phone 
calls were received, which were an- 
swered by the agents. "In one hour," 
Zeimet added. "$400 to $500 in bets were 
called in and written down by the 


j agents." 
' 
Aldridge reportedly was not at home 


I during the raid Zeimet said the agents 
• confiscated numerous betting slips, ad- 
' dress books, miscellaneous betting para- 
, phernalia and ripped two phones out of 


the wall. 


The raid on the Des Plaines home was 


only one phase of simultaneous raids in 
other suburbs, according to a spokesman 
for the FBI He said other raids were 
staged in Highland Park, Waukegan, An- 


tioch, Highwood and Mundelein. 


The federal search warrants were is- 


sued Monday by US. Magistrate Olga 
Jurco after the FBI presented an affida- 
vit for search warrants, explaining the 
background investigation. 


In the sworn affidavit, the FBI pre- 


sented a list of six names, alleging that 
the men, "have been and are now con- 
ducting, 
financing, 
managing, super- 


vising and directing all or part of an ille- 
gal gambling business which has a gross 
revenue of at least $2,000 a day in any 
single day .. " 


IN ADDITION TO Rochetti, the men 


listed 
included 
Ferdinando Ladurini, 


Sam Crimo Jr , Richard Barlow, Jack A 
O'Brien, and Wrightman. Also named 
was a man known only at that time as 
"Rocky" who the FBI said was known to 
be Rochetti's father. 


The FBI said hi the affidavit it gained 


the information on the alleged gambling 
activity through a telephone wiretap, 
which was authorized by Edwin A. Rob- 
son, 
chief U S district judge, Northern 


District on June 14 


"On the basis of those interceptions," 


the FBI said in its affidavit, "it was dis- 
closed that those six are utilizing these 
telephones in the operation of a sophis- 
ticated illegal gambling business . .." 


The FBI said that in conversations 


monitored between June 16 to June 26, 
"Ladurini placed 37 calls to and from 
Rochetti," at the telephone listed in Al- 
dridge's name at the Rand Road ad- 
dress. 


"Ladurini made and accepted 'layoff 


wagers on horse race events with Antho- 
ny Rochetti that totaled several hundred 
dollars a day. Also Rochetti continually 


referred to another 'out' he was laying 
off wagers to," the affidavit alleged. 


ACCORDING TO the affidavit, a call 


between Rochetti and Ladurini was inter- 
cepted June 26 in which the men "re- 
viewed the previous day's business and 
agreed on a figure." The FBI further al- 
leged that during two other calls the 
same day, the two men exchanged sev- 
eral hundred dollars in wagers. 


The affidavit charged the men were 


operating in violation of Title 18 of the 
U S. Code, Section 1955, the Illegal Gam- 
bling Business Statute, and with the in- 
tent to violate the gambling laws of the 
State of Illinois. 


None of the men, however, was ar- 


rested on any gambling charges, state or 
federal. 


Michael King, attorney for the Justice 


Department's organized crime strike 
force, said the possession of the mate- 
rials found in the raids "is not in viola- 
tion of federal laws, unless it can be 
proved they were being used to place wa- 
gers across state lines." 


King also noted that the state does not 


allow wiretapping, so the search war- 
rants, gained on evidence from wiretap- 
ping, would not be admissible in a state 
court. 


"The information gained can be used 


as an investigative tool," King said. He 
added the evidence would be turned over 
to a federal grand jury which would re- 
turn federal indictments at a later date 


King said violation of the federal law 


carries a maximum punishment of a fine 
of not more than $20,000 or five years, or 
both.

Heading into the final marathon ses- 


sion of the Illinois Senate yesterday, Sen. 
John Graham, R-Barrington, blamed 
Democrats, particularly the Chicago sen- 
atorial delegation, for a "confusing, un- 
rewarding session." 


Late yesterday bipartisan negotiations 


on two major issues before the Senate — 
reapportlonment and appropriations for 
state aid to schools — were in a state of 
collapse. Graham saw little chance for 
compromise on either issue. 


Without agreement on reapportion- 


ment, redistrictlng of state representa- 
tive and senate district boundaries will 
be given to an eight-member commis- 
sion and congressional redistricting will 
be left to the courts. 


In case of failure to compromise the 


school fund question, schools will receive 
the same amount they got last year. 
Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie had asked for 
$787 million, and increase of about 5 per 
cent. A stalemate developed over Demo- 
cratic attempts to Increase that figure to 
$799 million, which Republicans maintain 
the state cannot afford. They interpreted 
the Democratic move as an attempt to 
force the governor into a politically fatal 
increase in the income tax. 


Graham, who served on a committee 


seeking to iron out differences on reap- 
portionment, said negotiations "went out

Graham said he did not expect any. 


Graham also feared that the midnight 


deadline for legislation would leave Illi- 
nois with no provision for licensing mem- 
bers of professions. The constitution also 
provides that the legislature determine 
whether the state or local governments 
should have such licensing powers. 


He said Democrats have stalled that 


legislation by insisting that Chicago be 
given power to license as well as the 
state. "Under their plan, a doctor or an 
insurance man who practices in the city 
as well as in the suburbs would be re- 
quired to have two licenses," Graham 
declared. 


Graham said that the successes of the 


77th General Assembly has been more in 
legislation that has been defeated than 
that which has been approved. "We have 
defeated numbers upon numbers of bad 
legislation," he said.

Crews win resurface one fourth of the 


expressway at a time. During the second 
part of the project, the two outside south- 
bound lanes will be closed. During the 
third and fourth phases, the inside and 
outside northbound lanes will be closed. 


Cellini explained the two major con-

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Harper Seeks Ways To Improve Facilities 
Arts Center Needs Unified Support 


Support for the performing arts at Har- 


per College must come from a unified 
community effort if the community col- 
lege is going to become an arts center 
for the Northwest suburbs, Harper Col- 
lege board members said Tuesday night.

Board Will Sell Bonds For New High School 


Some months ago, one of the readers 


commented on wearing shoes to bed to 
prevent cramps. Since then, several 
readers have described their experiences 
in using warm socks or shoes to prevent 
leg cramps. Here are a couple of exam- 
ples: 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I found your com- 


ments on cold feet very interesting. I 
also wear socks to bed, besides wearing 
warm socks during the day. I have no- 
ticed that the cramps do occur following 
excessive chilling. I can feel a cramp 
tightening, and forcing the heel down- 
ward and pulling the toe up will some- 
times prevent one. 


As to whether or not shoes prevent 


cramping. I have had many cramps with 
shoes on. I think the socks and general 
warmth are most important. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — You mentioned that 


you would like to hear from people put- 
ting on socks at night to inhibit foot 
cramps. I am 69, have used the "sock 
cure" for about IS years. I leave them on 
in winter, heavy nylon, wool or synthet- 
ics and sometimes long ones. I have been 
troubled with very painful cramps in my 
lower legs just above my ankles and in 
my feet and keeping them warm with 
warm socks seems to take care of the 
trouble. 


Other readers have written that a fold- 


ed warm blanket over the feet helps. The 
verdict thus far: Good warm socks do 
help. What is your experience? 


There are several reasons why warm 
socks can help. Muscles are made up of 
structures that behave like a coiled 
spring. When they are warm, the spring 
hangs loose, and when they get cold, 
they contract. The contraction can be 
forceful and become a cramp. Any 
muscle that is chilled is likely to cramp. 


Then why the legs and not the rest of 


the body? The warmth of muscles is de- 
pendent upon their metabolism. The 
working muscle generates heat and is 
warm. The heat of the warm blood con- 
tributes to warmth. The legs are more 
distant from the heart than any other 
part of the body and, when you are 
asleep, the amount of blood flowing to 
the legs is not always enough to supply 
heat to the inactive muscles. Covering 
any muscle helps prevent heat loss. As 
one gets older and the circulation is not 
so good, then the socks help retain body 
heat and prevent cramping. 


Yes, 
a cramp can be relieved by 


stretching the muscle. It stretches the 
coiled spring, so to speak. External heat, 
such as a hot tub or hot sock or heating 
pad, also helps. Once the cramp has oc- 
curred, the muscle with its internal 
springs needs to be stretched to relieve 
the condition or the cramp will persist a 
long time.

The High School Dist. 214 board of edu- 


cation decided Monday night to sell all 
the bonds for Buffalo Grove at one time 
and to use a rather short 10-year matur- 
ity schedule. The school is scheduled to 
open in the fall of 1973. 


Rolling Meadows High School, which 


will open this fall, is being paid for with 
bonds sold at three different times, the 
last ones coming due in 1984. 


Bonds for Buffalo Grove, the district's 


eighth high school, will be sold July 19. 
Total amount will be $10.5 million, the 
amount approved by Dist. 214 voters this 
spring. 


The proposal to sell all the bonds at 


once came from Thomas Flatland of 
Howard W. Voss and Associates, Inc., 
Dist. 214's financial consultant firm. 


Flatland told the board: "The market 


{for municipal bonds) is beginning to 
take off again. It climbs faster than it 
falls, which is why we are recommend- 
ing just the one sale." 


Bonds are sold to pay .for construction, 


which is scheduled to begin late this 
summer. The school will be finished in 
two years, which means all the bonds 
must be sold in that tune to pay the ar- 
chitects and contractors. 


On a tax rate schedule prepared for 


board consideration, Voss and Associates 
set up a Bond and Interest Fund tax rate 
which would not exceed 32.3-cents per 
$100 assessed valuation, except in the 
first year when it would be 39.7 cents. 


To reduce the first year rate to about 


Veterans' 


VA home loan activities in April 


doubled in some categories over the level 
a year ago, and other April loan guaran- 
ty statistics reached their highest level in 
15 years.

Shabby Exercise 


In State Senate 


It might happen in other states, 


but only in Illinois would you ex- 
pect it to happen. 


Politics and private interest won 


yet another round when the Scenic 
Rivers Bill was offered to the Sen- 
ate for approval. 


The bill, despite decisive 145-20 


approval in the House, never even 
made it to the Senate floor. 


The Senate Agriculture-Con- 


servation Committee didn't allow it 
to get that far. turning it back to a 
subcommittee in a 10-3 vote that 
saw all nine Democrat committee 
members — including chairman 
William Lyons of Glllespie — vot- 
ing against the bill. 
' That action effectively killed the 
bill, as the General Assembly pre- 
pared to take leave of Springfield 
for the summer. 


It was a shabby exercise in legis- 


lating, but a safe one, as the 
maneuver kept most of the Senate 
off the record in consideration of 
the bill. 


Not that the bill is that con- 


troversial. It isn't. Or at least it 
shouldn't be. 


What it seeks is so com- 


mendable, so obviously good for Il- 
linois, and so easy to enact that it 
should get routine approval. 


The bill would protect small 


stretches of nine rivers and three 
creeks — 726 miles in all — from 
further development, private use, 
damming, dredging or encroach- 
ment. It would preserve those 
stretches instead for their scenic, 
recreational, geological, historic 
and wildlife habitat qualities. 


It would be simple enough to ac- 


complish, with the Scenic Rivers 
Bill — if passed — declaring that 


those small stretches at least 
would be saved from what already 
has been polluted, used and abused 
in this state. 


The problem is that in Illinois 


that is too much to ask, and that on 
issues of this type, when the hard 
choices have to be made between 
special interests and the more in- 
tangible public good, the special in- 
terests win. 


That clearly was the case in the 


action of the Senate Agriculture- 
Conservation Committee. Despite 
obvious widespread public support 
for the Scenic Rivers Bill, and the 
overwhelming 
passage 
in 
the 


House, it bowed instead to the pa- 
rade of lobbyists representing — 
among others — glass companies, 
sand excavators, utilities, and log- 
gers. 


They all have their special rea- 


sons for not wanting the bill 
passed, and those reasons all come 
out spelling profit. Protection of a 
scenic piece of the nearby Fox, for 
example, would prevent glass com- 
panies from hauling out more si- 
lica sand, and protection of a piece 
of the Mississippi would stop log- 
ging now threatening a massive 
eagle nesting area. 


Which is more important? We 


think that's clear, and we think the 
General Assembly can't be allowed 
to get off the hook on this one. 


This bill still could be revived 


when the legislature reconvenes in 
fall, and this area's champion of 
the bill - Sen. John W. Carroll, 
R-Park Ridge — should be encour- 
aged to pick up the fight. 


The Herald, for its part, will 


have a lot more to say. 


Landmark Day In Illinois History 


"We the People of the State of 


Illinois . . . in order to provide for 
the health, safety and welfare of 
the people; maintain a representa- 
tive and orderly government; elim- 
inate poverty and inequality; as- 
sure legal, social and economic 
justice; provide opportunity for the 
fullest development of the individ- 
ual; insure domestic tranquility; 
provide for the common defense; 
and secure the blessings of free- 
dom and liberty to ourselves and 
our posterity — do ordain this Con- 
stitution for the State of Illinois " 


These words from the preamble 


of the new state constitution and 
those of the 14 articles that follow 
today become the foundation of Illi- 
nois government. They represent 
the culmination of almost a year's 
hard work by delegates to Sixth Il- 
linois Constitutional Convention. 


But more important they set 


forth the precepts to attain a quali- 
ty of life so elusive in modern 
society. 


Cynics might regard the lofty 


goals outlined in the preamble as 
writings of those given to pipe- 
dreams. The more idealistic, on 
the other hand, view these aims as 
within grasp. 


Yet, like all of mankind's highest 


aspirations, the question is not 


whether they can be attained; but, 
rather, whether society is willing 
to reach for them. 


Certainly, the new constitution 


embodies a formal expression of 
this willingness by citizens of Illi- 
nois. 


Nevertheless, the document, as it 


stands, is incomplete. A host of 
amendments to meaningfully im- 
plement its provisions were tucked 
away untouched yesterday when 
the legislature ended its session. 
The unfinished business will be 
waiting for the lawmakers when 
they reconvene for a special ses- 
sion during the fall. 


We can only hope the legislators 


demonstrate more dedication to 
constitutional implementation then 
than they have during the past six 
months. 


The potential of the new con- 


stitution is unlimited. However, its 
provisions can never bring about 
realization of the goals stated in 
the preamble unless much more is 
done. 


Today — July 1 — is a landmark 


day in Illinois history. But extent 
of its significance will only be mea- 
sured by what our citizens and our 
elected public servants determine 
to make it during the years to 
come.

Figures are jiggled until the consumer 
doesn't really know what he's paying for, 
and even if he does, his trust in such a 
salesman often is lost somewhere along 
the way. 


"At one place I priced a car at 6 p.m. 


and was told it sold for $2300. Two hours 
later I returned with my husband and 
the salesman said it was selling for 
$2500. 


"I asked why the price had been jack- 


ed up and the guy disappeared behind a 
closed door When he came out, he start- 
ed coughing and said the price was $2395. 


"I let it go and asked to drive the car. 


First he gives me the wrong keys. When 
I got the right ones, the car wouldn't 
start. That did it. I refused to look any 
further," she said. 


Maggie, mother of five boys, had a sta- 


tion wagon and wanted to trade it in for 
a later model that had power steering. 
She felt hers, which didn't have PS, was 
just too hard to handle, especially in 
town where she had to do considerable 
maneuvering to get into a tight parking 
space with a carload of kids. 


At another dealer, she thought she 


found what she was looking for, but not 
at the right price. 


"How much is this one?" asked Mrs. 


Smith, kicking the tires of a 1967 station 
wagon. 


"$1795," said the salesman. 
"How much?" she asked in disbelief. 
"$1795 ma'am." 
"Too high . . . this car is five-years- 


old." 


The salesman tried to justify the price, 


but Mrs. Smith cut him off. 


"I talked with a guy by the name of 


Jack last week who said the car was go- 
ing for $1200. You trying to pull a fast 
one on me?" 


"He's no longer working here, ma'am. 


He got fired for giving people the wrong 
prices on cars." 


"But $1795 is ridiculous," said Mrs. 


Smith. 


"It's in beautiful condition and has a 


whole new transmission. You see, some- 
body else was looking at this car a week 
ago and dropped the transmission, so we 
put a new one in and have to get our 
money back. It's like buying a new car." 


"Yeah, but I don't want a new car." 
Then she asked the man to look at her 


car and make an offer. • 


"Your car and $1200."

Why?" 


"But look at your car. It's in poor con-

She was 
embarrassed. 


Conference Changes Hit 


Your article in the June 28 issue of the 


Des Plaines Herald, on the realignment 
of high school athletic conferences, inter- 
ested me. We had heard a lot about the 
subject, however much of the talk was 
only rumor After reading your article, I 
wish that it still was rumor. 


The changes are ridiculous. They 


create another over-loaded, 12 school 
conference and two conferences with 6 
(Suburban League) and 7 (West Subur- 
ban League) schools. If growth room is 
needed anywhere for a conference it is 
here in the two north and northwest sub- 
urban conferences, not in the WSL or the 
SL. Glenbrook, New Trier, Niles, Dist. 
211, and Dist. 214 all have plans for addi- 
tional high schools in their respective 
districts for the near future. By in-' 
discriminately over-loading the MSL and 
the CSL now, the Board of Control will 
not solve any old problems but rather 
will only create additional future prob- 
lems when these new high schools begin 
operation in this area 


In addition, with so many schools in 


one conference, school rivalries and com- 
petition between schools will break down 
as teams will not be competing against 
each other as often. For example, Maine 
South and Maine West will probably end 
up competing every other year in certain 
sports (i e. football and soccer) instead 
of every year. Schools will also be unable 
to play schools from outside their own 
conference in order to have time to com- 
pete against all of the schools in their 
own conference. 


The solution? Why not combine the 12 


schools of the MSL with the 12 schools of 
the CSL and split them into 3 confer- 
ences of 8 schools each? A suggested 
split could be' 


CSL: 
Deerfield, 
Glenbrook 
North, 


Glenbrook South, Highland Park, New 
Trier West, Niles East, Niles North, 
Niles West. 


NEW: Elk Grove, Forest View, Maine 


East, Maine North, Maine South, Maine 
West, Prospect, Wheeling. 


MSL: Arlington, Conant, Fremd, Glen- 


bard West, Hersey, Palatine, Rolling 
Meadows, Schaumburg.

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New Tire Safety Law Put Into Effect 
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The Chairman of the Tire Industry 


Safety Council hai urged all motorists, 
tire dealers and distributors to familiar- 
1» themaehrM with the new tire iden- 
tification and record keeping system and 
help make it work for safety's sake. 


"The system is designed to give added 


safety benefits to the tire buyer," said 
Rosa R. Ormsby, chairman of the coun- 
cil. "In the unlikely event that a defect is 
discovered later In a certain tot of tires, 
the manufacturer win be able to notify 
everyone who bought one of those tires." 


The new system of tire identification 


and record keeping went into effect May 
find, under federal law. All tires manu- 
factured after that date must carry a 
new type aerial number which identifies 
the manufacturing plant, the tire size 
and type, and the week of manufacture. 


The tire retailer is required by law to 


record the name and address of the per- 
son who buys each such tire, along with 
the new serial number, and return it to 
the manufacturer. The manufacturer 
then stores the information for later use, 
If necessary. 


"The full cooperation of everyone in 


the chain of distribution is absolutely es- 
sential to make the system work," 
Ormsby said. "A great deal of expense 


and some inconvenience is involved, but 
it is the law." 


The manufacturers have set up elabo- 


rate and costly programs, usually with 
computer help, to handle the huge vol- 
ume of record keeping. The U S. industry 
produces about 200,000,000 passenger car 
tires a year. Only a very tiny fraction of 
them have been involved in safety defect 
investigations. 


Record keeping is not required by law 


for tires manufactured before May 22nd. 
As a result, registered and unregistered 
tires may be sold side by side for some 
months. 


The new serial number will appear on 


the sidewall of the tire, near the rim of 
the wheel. It might look like this: DOT 
WYL9ABC261. 


"DOT" means the tire meets or ex- 


ceeds Department 
of Transportation 


safety standards. "WY" is the code num- 
ber assigned by DOT to the manufac- 
turing plant. "L9" is the tire size, in this 
case GTS -14. "ABC" is a group of up to 
four symbols, optional with the manufac- 
turer, to identify the brand or other sig- 
nificant characteristics of the tire. "261" 
means the tire was made during the 26th 
week of 1971. 


The Tire Industry Safety Council is 


made up of all U.S. manufacturers of 
passenger tires.

DOT WYL9 ABC261

This column of questions and answers 


on federal tax matters is provided by the 
local office of the U.S. Internal Revenue 
Service and is published as a public ser- 
vice to taxpayers. The column answers 
questions most frequently asked by tax- 
payers. 


Q. I'm planning to give my daughter 


money as a wedding gift. Will she have 
to pay tax on It? 


A. No. A gift is not taxable to the 


recipient. However, depending on the 
size of the gift, the donor may have to 
file a quarterly gift tax return, Form 709, 
and pay a gift tax. A return must be 
filed for the calendar quarter in which a 
donor's gifts to any one person for the 
year exceed $3,000. Gifts of property, fur- 
niture, vacation trips, etc., are subject to 
the same general rules as cash gifts. 


The next due date for the quarterly re- 


turn is Monday, August 16, 1971. Forms 
are available at IRS offices. 


Q. I recently changed employers. When 


will I get my Form W-2 from my old 
employer? 


A. Employers are required to furnish 


W-2's no later than 30 days after the last 
payment of wages upon termination of 
employment if the employee is not ex- 
pected to return to work within the ca- 
lendar year. 


Q. My son has taken a job between 


school semesters. Will I still be able to 
claim him as a dependent, regardless of 
how much money he makes this year? 


A. Yes, if your son is a full-time stu- 


dent during five months of the year or is 
under 19 at the end of the year, he can 
have any amount of income and still be 
claimed as a dependent, provided you 
furnished more than half of his total sup- 
port during the year and the other <te» 
pendency tests are met. 


Q. What's the deadline for paying my 


second estimated tax installment for 
i97i. 
; 


A. Payment of the second installment 


of estimated tax should be made by June 
15,1972. Using the pre-addressed voucher 
and envelopes that came with the 1040ES 
tax package IRS mailed you in February 
will help to insure that your payments 
are properly credited to your account. 


Q. Are all students exempt from in- 


come tax withholding? 


A. No. However, students and other in- 


dividuals are exempt from withholding if 
they did not owe any tax last year, ex- 
pect to owe none in 1971 and have filed a 
Withholding Exemption Certificate (W- 
4E) with their employer. 


However, if tax has already been with- 


held this year, the taxpayer must file a 
tax return next year to have it refunded 


Q. My husband's company transferred 


him to another state. Some of the furni- 
ture we brought with us did not fit in our 
new apartment and we had to pay to 
store it. Can we deduct these storage 
charges as moving expenses? 


A. No. Only in-transit storage charges 


are deductible as moving expenses, not 
storage charges incurred after the move.

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Light And Form 


Are Blended 


In Foam House 
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by FRAN HECKART 


If you're traveling near the Chat- 


tahoochee Valley of Georgia and Ala- 
bama, you might catch a glimpse of 
what appears to be a giant whipped 
cream house. 


However, closer Inspection will reveal 


a two-bedroom house constructed from 
one of the most modern building sub- 
stances, polyurethane foam. 


WestPoint Pepperell, one of the na- 


tion's largest textile companies, con- 
structed the foam house near West Point, 
Ga., to demonstrate the adaptability of 
textile fabrics to modern and future 
modes of living! 


Polyurethane foam is formed when a 


mix of liquids is sprayed under air pres- 
sure onto inflated weather balloons 
where it hardens instantly, as light as 
meringue, as sturdy as concrete and as 
sculpturally free as the designer dares to 
be. The WestPoint Pepperell house is a 
series of domes strung together on a 
a lakeshore to form a futuristic shape 
which reflects a new look in leisure liv- 
ing. 


The curvilinear style of living presents 


a welcome change from standard archi- 
tectural forms. Right angles can demand 
a certain way of life, and represent a 
boxlike situation which often requires 
contrived decorating schemes. The clus- 
ter of domes, all foamed together, repre- 
sents a livable unit, where life can be as 
free as the modern cave-like forms. 


Since fabric balloons provided the 


shapes for the rooms, their presence is 
stlfl visible as folds, pleats and seams 
add textural Interest to the almost poetic 
shapes of the interior walls. Natural light 
floods in from strategically placed plas- 
tic windows and domes. Because of the 
rounded and curved surfaces, the light 
reflects back and forth, creating a pleas- 
ant and relaxing interior atmosphere. 
Thus, an unusual blending of light and 
form is one of the secrets to the appeal 
of the dome house. 


Foamed on the site on a cement slab, 


the fireproof house would only cost about, 
$15,000 to build since labor time is drasti- 
cally cut. Once the foaming was com- 
plete, a one-inch thick coat of fire-resis- 


tant foam was sprayed onto the interior. 


Since the house is on one level, all 


plumbing was cast into the floor slab. 
Bath and shower lines in the large bath- 
ing egg were foamed into an interior par- 
tition. The slab also carries some of the 
electrical wiring; the rest of the wiring 
was either attached to the forms before 
spraying or carried in a wood wall that 
runs the length of the house. 


The foam is such a good insulator that 


heating and cooling bills are also re- 
duced. 


Because of the new shapes and dimen- 


sions, furniture in a foam house is kept 
at a minimum, most of it is built right 
into the walls. This is true of seating, 
beds, storage space, bathroom and table 
or shelf units. Here and there are an oc- 
casional loose chair, often in a very un- 
conventional shape, a chest, a standing 
clock and lamp. 


These free-standing items were chosen 


for design contribution, and as color ac- 
cents. Still, much of the decorating dra- 
ma comes from the fabrics used through- 
out the house. Colors are bright and the 
designs are bold. 


Vera Hahn, interior design editor at 


American Home Magazine, who handled 
the decorating, said, "This house was a 
great inspiration to me; I felt it de- 
manded a certain way of handling. It 
needed special furniture, very little fur- 
niture." And, as a result, much of the 
decorating was achieved with textures, 
color and the unusual shapes and curves. 


In the dining room, the built-in dining 


table is surrounded by carpeted seating 
levels which wind around it to form a 
comfortable conversation pit. The living 
room has an abundance of bench-like 
space around the room, foamed in rigidly 
and softened with foam cushions and 
throw pillows covered in terry cloth, cot- 
ton duck and stretch denim. 


Because of the fluidity of the lines, 


reminiscent of water and its smoothness, 
the decorator was inspired by blues, pur- 
ples and green and white of the Cabin 
Craft line of carpeting. The colors blend 
into one another from one dome to the 
next with perfect harmony offering a 
sharp contrast to the stark white of

walls. Durable and naturally colorful, 
easy-care carpet has been used through- 
out the whole house. 


Carpeting plays a big role in the house. 


According to Felix Drury, professor of 
architecture at Yale University, who de- 
signed the foam house, wall-to-wall car- 
peting makes a lot of sense in foam con- 
struction because it distinguishes be- 
tween floor and wall, and helps to soften 
the semi-orientationless organic world of 
the domes. 


In building a foam house rigors of or- 


dinary architectural situations as applied 
to rectilinear construction cannot be 
completely ignored. All the needs of hu- 
man occupancy are still there. There are 
problems of scale, general space control, 
to allow people to feel comfortable, and 
to utilize the building from a practical 
and tangible point of view. 


"I guess I had several purposes in de- 


signing this house," said Drury. "I've 
built a number of foam buildings and 
with each one I uncover a new pile of 
information or a new pile of stimuli that 
I want to respond to, and these have to 
do with finding an ability to control cur- 
vilinear space. 


"As drastic changes occur in man's 


use and sense of time and scale and 
place, foam allows the architect to ex- 
periment with conditions which might ac- 
commodate these changes. Why worry 
whether or not it's forever." 


THE LIVING ROOM of the soft edge foam house con- 
tains mostly foamed-in furniture. The room represents 
casual living with brightly colored throw pillows which 


are usually transferred to the floor. The pillows also 
soften the bench-like seating units. 


THE MASTERS OP THE FOAM HOUSE can view tha 
stars through a Plexiglas dome directly over the 
bed. 


This built-in bed is foamed right into the floor. The base 


is carpeted for extra glamour with the same bright 
purple nylon carpet used in the rest of the room. 


AN AMCHID, PIERCED WALL sepa- 
rates the bathing pool and shower of 
the bath capsule. Not pictured but 
•lie part «f the capsule, are the 


dressing, sunbathing, 
makeup 
and 


laundry areas. A passag* connects 
the free-standing unit to the master 
bedroom. 


A PARKING LOT FOR MARTIANS or a foam house 
constructed by WestPoint Pepperell? A tunnel stretches 
from the domed living areas at the upper left to the 


bedroom-bath capsules on the right. The two-bedroom 
house provides about 1,800 square feet of enclosed liv- 
ing space.

Also, they have to be put down gent- 
ly in the pan and turned over easily.

Why, she takes the ironing board, 
covers it with an appropriate cloth and 
lines up the bottles and glasses ever so 
nicely.

Dear Dorothy: I notice that you have 


recommended a metal cleaner to remove 


burnt-on grease from the outside of pans. 
Can the same cleaner be used on the in- 
side?

I wouldn't. Certain metals are porous 


and while it may be possible to rinse this 
material off, one large manufacturer of 
iron skillets advises that potent cleaners 
should not be used on the inside of its 
iron skillets. 


Dear Dorothy: How does one go about 


dyeing wall-to-wall carpeting? I'm sure 
it's difficult but would love to try it — 
Grace W. 


Have never heard of such a job being 


done by other than a professional rug- 
dyeing company. I'd urge you to give up 
the idea. I understand when such a thing 
has been done at home, the dye has to be 
the same color as is on — it is used just 
to intensify a faded covering.

Common nails begin rusting almost im- 


mediately upon exposure to moisture, 
which comes from two directions — in- 
side from humidity, and outside from the 
weather. Even galvanized nails begin to 
deteriorate after a season or two. 


Here is a list of "do's" and "don'ts": 
—Do use aluminum nails on exterior 


jobs. 


—Do pick the specific nail for the 


job; aluminum nails come in dozens of 
styles and sizes. 


—Don't worry about painting alumi- 


num nails; they form a coating which 
gives all-weather protection. 


—Don't use a cost-per-pound guideline 


for pricing aluminum nails. The Alumi- 
num Association reports you get about 
three times as many lightweight alumi- 
num nails per pound as steel. 


—Don't worry about driving aluminum 


nails. You can hammer them as rugged- 
ly as you would any other nail. 


—Don't worry about a special primer 


or paint if you decide to paint the fin- 
ished project. Any good exterior paint 
will cover aluminum nail heads. For that 
matter, you can even buy aluminum 
nails pre-painted to match the Job.

Take Me Along Needed A Push

"Take Me Along," the final production 


of the season for Best Off Broadway 
Players, had its moments — both good 
and bad. 


The musical comedy itself, based on 


Eugene 
O'NelU's "Ah, Wilderness," 


drags frequently and many of its songs 
go on one chorus too long. 


Don Potter stole the show in his por-

The Lighter Side 
Apollo 14 Mission A Lesson In ESP 


by DICK WEST 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Space pro- 


gram critics who were saying the moon 
landings weren't worth the cost must 
have been terribly chagrined by Astro- 
naut Edgar 0. Mitchell's report on the 
extrasensory perception experiments he 
performed during the Apollo 14 mission. 


At specified times during the flight, 


Mitchell undertook to transmit thought 
waves back to Garth from outer space. 
He did this by concentrating on ESP test 
symbols arranged in various sequences. 


Meanwhile, back on the mother planet, 


four "receivers" attempted to perceive 
the order in which Mitchell telepathed 
the symbols. The results were truly asto- 
nishing. 


They showed that the receivers dis- 


cerned the correct symbol 35 times out of 
300. 
Which is a better informational in- 


take percentage than some of us can 
manage over the telephone. 


Even more heartening is the fact that 


had the receivers been oprating strictly 
under the laws of chance, they would 
have been right at least 60 times. 


Mitchell said the receivers were wrong

he cited the high ratio of misses as evi- 
dence that an extrasensory exchange did 
indeed take place. 


Once the significance of Mitchell's re- 


port sinks in, it is difficult to believe any- 
one will continue to argue that the moon 
flights have not been worthwhile. 


For this appears to explain what hap- 


pens to the rest of us on those occasions 
when we defy the law of averages with 
the number of times we make wrong de- 
cisions or give the wrong answers.

Change Ahead In Central Suburban 


by LARRY MLYNCZAK 


The Central Suburban League will add 


three schools to its roster in the fall of 
1972. 


The new additions will be Maine East, 


Miles East and Highland Park. Maine 
East withdrew from the West Suburban 
League and Niles East and Highland 
Park withdrew from the Suburban 
League to join the Central Suburban 
League. 


No other changes were made in Inter- 


Suburban Association conferences as was 
originally planned. 


The approval of the change of confer- 


ences of the three schools came from a 
lS-to-4 vote by the Inter-Suburban Associ- 
ation's Board of Control which is made 
up of high school superintendents. 


"The approval of the change has a sec- 


ond stipulation to it," said Maine High 
School Township Superintendent Dr. 
Richard Short. "We charged the Central 
Suburban League and the Suburban 
League with the responsibility of working 
out cross-over schedules between the two 


leagues as found necessary." 


With the changes, the Central Subur- 


ban League will become a 12-school 
league, the Suburban League will be- 
come a six-school league and the West 
Suburban League will become a seven- 
school league. 


The Central Suburban League, which 


will be composed of Maine West, Maine 
North, Maine South, Maine East, Glen- 
brook North, Glenbrook South, Deerfield, 
Niles North, Niles West, Niles East, New 
Trier West and Highland Park, will prob- 
ably be split into two six-school divisions. 
A meeting to discuss this plan will be 
held at either Deerfield or Highland 
Park early in the fall. 


The remaining schools in the Suburban 


League are Evanston, Waukegan, Morton 
East, Oak Park, Proviso East and New 
Trier East. No plans were announced to 
make any additions to the Suburban 
League to replace Highland Park and 
Niles East. 


The West Suburban League will contin- 


ue to have LaGrange Lyons Township, 


Glenbard West, Proviso West, Riverside- 
Brookfield, Downers Grove North, Hins- 
dale Central and York within its roster. 
Lyons Township has had plans to split 
from one large school to two or three 
smaller schools within its township. If 
this event does come to pass, then the 
West Suburban League would absorb one 
of the newer Lyons Township schools. 


The Mid-Suburban League and the Des 


Plaines Valley Conference were unaf- 
fected by the changes in alignments. 


The Inter-Suburban Association origi- 


nally planned to make wide sweeping 
changes in all five of its conferences and 
fed information into a computer to come 
up with what was hoped to be alignments 
suited to everyone. 


"The computer gave us a lot of backup 


information which would not in.prove our 
present situation," Dr. Short said. "What 
we were looking for was an improvement 
in the geographical and the enrollment 
difficulties which we had. 


"However, since this is a very large 


area with a number of different sized 


schools, the information that the comput- 
er gave us did not satisfy our needs and 
was not an improvement." 


Another clog in the prevention of mak- 


ing more changes in the conference 
alignments was the expressed desire of 
such townships as Morton, Proviso and 
Glenbard not to have its schools in the 
same conferences. 


"We thought that this situation of 


schools of the same township could be 
coped with," Dr. Short said. "District 
214, District 207, Highland 
Park- 


Deerfield and the Glenbrook schools 
work well together with schools in the 
same conferences. But, apparently, Mor- 
ton, Proviso and Glenbard did not feel 
the same way." 


East Leyden and West Leyden had ear- 


lier made requests to be placed into dif- 
ferent conferences. Both have been com- 
peting in the Des Plaines Valley Confer- 
ence but wished to belong to leagues in 
which they were not placed together 


Both schools, however, withdrew'their 
requests.

He is co-producing director at the 


Goodman Theater of Chicago this season, 
and the only director to have directed at 
all three Stratfords: England, Canada 
and Connecticut. 


"THE DIFFERENCE between Ameri- 


can and British comedy is more of a de- 
gree than kind," said Seale recently 
when caught between rehearsals. "The 
situations are basically the same, al- 
though they are treated slightly differ- 
ent. 


"Gradually people are gaining more 


interest in the theater but it is a very 
stow process," Seale continued. "The 
stimulus comes from the theater itself." 


Seale believes that the number of din-

way. Theatergoers if they so desire, will 
have the choice of three restaurants in 
which to eat. 


The new Arlington Park Theatre will 


entertain its audiences primarily with 
comedies using the guest director sys- 
tem.

A record year {or the housing industry 


is in the offing, said Bill N. Brown, Albu- 
querque, N. M., president of the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards (NA- 
REB). 


Production, sales, and listings are ex- 


pected to exceed the volume of any pre- 
vious year, said Brown, head of the Asso- 
ciation representing 500,000 persons In 
the real estate business. These ex- 
pectations assume that a credit crisis, 
which appears unlikely, does not occur, 
he added. 


"High level savings and programs de- 


signed to steady the flow of funds to the 
housing sector should help avoid a repeat 
of the 1966 or 1969 and early 1970 experi- 
ence." 


Basing his remarks on the most re- 


cent study of the real estate market by 
the NAREB Department of Research, 
Brown noted that the demand for hous- 
ing, both existing and new, is strong. 


"As a favorable mortgage climate 


emerged, consumers gradually became 
aware of the improved market for both 
buyers and sellers. Many who had de- 
ferred buying or selling, or a com- 
bination of the two, revised their plans." 


Demand for existing housing is up in 86 


per cent of the areas surveyed by the 
department, followed closely by an in- 
creased demand for new housing in 98 
per cent of the areas surveyed, Realtor 
Brown noted. 


The supply of existing single-family 


homes available for sale is greater than 
a year ago as owners who postponed 
plans to sell, list their properties. In four 
out of five areas, listings exceed the lev- 
el of the spring of 1970. 


The volume of transfers for existing 


single-family homes has been climbing 
steadily upward since the trend began in 
July, 1970. In March, 1971, the volume 
was 52 per cent above the level of 
March, 1970, and early reports for April, 
1971, indicate that this expansion of the 
market will continue, he said. 


AD evidence continues to point toward 


home ownership as an ideal investment, 
Brown said. Property values in most 
areas have risen steadily in recent years, 
providing owners with a valuable hedge 
against Inflation. Exceptions would in- 
clude neighborhoods struck by blight and 
cities experiencing temporarily high 
rates of unemployment, he noted. 


This protection against inflation is 


shown most clearly by the increase in 
the median sales price of an existing 
single-family home over the past few 
years, said Brown. 


"During the first quarter of this year," 


Brown stated, "the median sales price 
was $24,090. This compares with 822,660 
in the first three months of 1970, and 
821,080 in 1969 for the same period. Be- 
tween the first quarter of 1966 and that of 
1967, the Increase was 2.5 per cent, and 
between the same periods of 1967 and 


Sewer Problems 
Affect Builder 


Home builders are being urged to pres- 


sure the municipalities in which in- 
adequate sewage treatment facilities 
have caused construction stoppages in 
the Chicago metropolitan area. 


"The sewer emergency continues," said 


Bob Faganel, Home Builders Association 
of Greater Chicago (HBAGC), vice presi- 
dent and chairman of the overall task 
forces working on the problem. "We look 
for some semblance of relief over time, 
but it is going to come only with our 
continuing pressure on the system." 


The home builder organization urged 


Its members to contact the state Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency (EPA) for 
assistance. The two regional offices are 
located at 1919 W. Taylor St. in Chicago; 
and 33 S. Stolp Ave., Aurora. 


The HBAGC suggested that through 


the EPA, pressure could be applied to 
the communities lacking adequate sew- 
age treatment facilities. 


Efforts are underway to ease the prob- 


lem on the national as well as local level. 
August 17 is the date set for a national 
conference on the sewer emergency. It is 
sponsored by the National Association of 
Home Builders.

In 1969, 23 per cent of the homes 
sold were in this price class. By 1971, the 
figure had dropped to 15 per cent.

Businessman Can 
Become Involved 


Businessmen were told last week of a 


potential partnership with government at 
a business development conference held 
last week In Elk Grove Village. Sponsors 
of the meeting were several Northwest 
Suburban Chambers of Commerce and 
Rep. Philip M. Crane, (R-13). 


George J. Vavoulis, regional adminis- 


trator for the U. S. Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development (HUD), said 
businessmen should learn what to do in 
order to obtain federal dollars. "Nothing 
will happen until you as a businessman 
decide what you are going to do," he 
said. 


There is a potential of partnership be- 


tween the federal government and the 
businessman, he said. He cited the HUD 
expenditures in the 13th Congressional 
District in the last 10 years. The agency 
spent approximately $22Vj million in sew- 
er and water improvements, open space 
and other projects in that period, he 
said. More than $6V4 million in Federal 
Housing Administration (FHA) loans 
have been guaranteed by the HUD in this 
area since 1960, Vavoulis said. 


He estimated that a new dollar turns 


over or Is spent, five times before it 
leaves a community, therefore giving ad- 
ditional business to local firms. 


Vavoulis said the HUD administration 


is being decentralized by Secretary 
George Romney, making it easier for 
the local businessman to become in- 
volved. A new regional office, to open 
next fall, is under construction in Chi- 
cago. When It becomes operational, all 
decisions relating to Illinois and several 
other Midwest states in Region 5 will be 
made at this office.

Report Savings Move Up 


The Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago 


recently reported on bank deposits, busi- 
ness loan demand and interest rates in 
the Seventh Federal District. 


STATES AND POLITICAL SUBDIVI- 


SIONS (SPS) accounted for a larger 
share of bank deposits at the end of 1970 
than a year earlier. At all U. S. com- 
mercial banks, time deposits of states, 
counties, municipalities, districts, au- 
thorities and other nonfederal govern- 
mental units increased $10 billion in the 
calendar year 1970 and accounted for 4.8 
per cent of total deposits on December 
31. 1970, compared to 3 per cent a year 
earlier. Some of last year's increase un- 
doubtedly reflected re-intermediation 
plus temporary Investment of the large 
volume of funds raised in capital mar- 
kets, the report said. 


At district member banks, SPS time 


deposits accounted for 5 per cent of total 
deposits on Dec. 31,1970, compared to 3.9 
per cent on Dec. 31, 1960. Some gain in 
the SPS share occurred in each district 
state. The importance of time deposits of 
public funds as a proportion of total de- 
posits varied widely among states, rang- 
ing from B.S per cent in Michigan to 1.8 
per cent in Indiana. Except in Mil- 
waukee, SPS time deposits at member 
banks in the major city of each district 
state accounted for a smaller share of 
total deposits than at banks outside the 
major city. 


BUSINESS LOAN DEMAND was mil- 


ing to the mid-May survey of changes in 
lending practices. About one-half of the 
respondents reported the strength of de- 
mand for commercial and industrial 
loans unchanged (allowing for seasonal 
patterns) 
from 
mid-February. Four 


banks described demand as moderately 
stronger, and four described it as moder- 
ately weaker. Two-thirds of all respond- 
ents expect moderately stronger busi- 
ness loan demand during the next three 
months. Several banks indicated greater 
willingness to make nonbusutess types of 
loans, citing greater availability of 
funds. Two-thirds of the banks expressed 
more interest in consumer installment 
and home mortgage loans. 


INTEREST RATES ON BUSINESS 


LOANS made by large banks in the Sev- 
enth District in the first week of May 
averaged about 80 basis points lower 
than In a comparable February survey. 
Rates on loans maturing in one year or 
less averaged 5.93 per cent. Reported 
rates are weighted in the average* by the 
dollar amount of loans made at those 
rates. The average decline was 86 points 
on loans of $1 million or more, compared 
with 44 points on loans of less than $10 
thousand, 


Part of the decline since February re- 


flects the difference in the prime rate — 
5la per cent in May, compared with 6 per 
cent three months earlier. This is the 


rate applicable on loans to borrowers 
with the highest credit rating, with 
charges on other loans scaled up from it. 
In addition, the May survey showed a 
larger proportion of big loans made at 
the prime rate, possibly reflecting in- 
creased competition for loan customers. 
The reverse was true of small loans, 
most of which are made at rates above 
prime In the under $10 thousand loan-size 
category, only 20 per cent of the dollar 
amount loand was at 6tt per cent or less, 
compared with 28 per cent at 7 per cent 
or less in February. 


TOTAL TIME AND SAVINGS DEPOS- 


ITS of individuals and businesses at a 
sample of district banks increased 4.8 
per cent between January 31 and April 20 
slightly faster than the 4.5 per cent gain 


reported for the previous three months. 
This information was derived from the 
regular quarterly survey of time deposits 
at about 260 member banks. The largest 
gains were reported for regular passbook 
savings. (See table on reverse side.) In- 
creases in savings deposits ranged from 
17 per cent at large Iowa banks (those 


with more than $100 million total depos- 
its) to 5 per cent at smaller Illinois 
banks. 


In the district generally, however, the 


smaller banks reported greater per- 
centage gains in total time and savings 
deposits than the large banks. The gain 
was 6 per cent for the 179 smaller banks, 
compared with 4 per ceqt for the 83 large 
banks in the sample. The smaller gains 
at large banks resulted from a sharp re- 
duction in outstanding negotiable CDs.

Monthly social security checks for ben- 


eeficiaries 65 and over who have signed 
up for Medicare's doctor bill insurance 
will be reduced by 30 cents in July, Cor- 
nelius R. Schafer manager of Chicago's 
Northwest Social Security district office, 
reported. 


The checks scheduled for delivery on 


July 3 will have $5.60 deducted for each 
beneficiary to pay the increased monthly 
voluntary medical insurance premium. 
The rate for the past year was $5.30 for 
each beneficiary, Schafer said. 


The increase was announced by the 


Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare in December in accordance with 
a requirement in the Medicare law that 
makes an annual review of the costs of 
the medical insurance program mandato- 
ry. The law requires that the monthly 
premium rate be set at a point estimated 
to be sufficient to cover all expenses in- 
curred during each premium period, 
with an allowance for contingencies. 


SCHAFER SAID the medical insurance 


program supplements the basic hospital 
insurance part of Medicare by helping to 
pay doctor bills and a wide variety of 
other medical expenses in and out of the 
hospital. About 19.5 million people 65 and 
over have enrolled for this supplementa- 
ry medical insurance protection. Their 
monthly premiums cover half the cost of 
their protection. The other half comes 
from general federal revenues. 


The 30 cent premium increase for each 


beneficiary is the net result of three 
Items estimated to increase costs by 50 
cents in the fiscal year beginning July 1, 
and then a decrease of 20 cents arising 
primarily because of a reduced margin 
for contingencies, Schafer said. 


The reduced margin for contingencies 


Is possible, Schafer pointed out, because 
last year, program costs for the medical 
insurance program were below estimates 
for the first time since the Medicare pro- 
gram started. 


The items that make up the overall 50 


cent increase include: 


—Thirty-one cents to cover an esti- 


mated increase of 6.7 per cent in the lev- 
el of physicians' fees recognized by the 
program in the fiscal year beginning in 
July: 


—Ten cents to cover an estimated in- 


crease of 2 per cent <n the use of physi- 
cians' services; 


—Nine cents to cover the estimated in- 


crease of 15 per cent in cost and utili- 
zation of institutional services covered 
by the program (for example, for hospi- 
tal outpatient and independent clinic ser- 
vices).

The 
camp will open next Wednesday and run 
through July 13.

A—A heart attack is not primarily clue to 


an abnormality in the heart muscle it- 
H'lt, but rather is the result of disease in 
the coronary arteries which supply the 
heart muscle w i t h blood. Like other ar- 
teries in the body, they are subject to 
deterioration, in what is called arte- 
riosclerosis or "hardening of the ar- 
teries." 


This occurs when deposits of fatty 


material build up in the inner lining ot 
the arterial wall, gradually narrowing 
the channel through which the blood 
flows, much as accumulated rust will 
clog a water pipe. 


Q—VHial is a hearl attack? 


A—When the narrowed arterial channel be- 


comes 
blocked 
by 
a 
blood 
clot 


(thrombus) the blood supply to a por- 
tion ot the heart muscle is cut oil. This 
muscle (myocardium) is strong and ac- 
tive, constantly contracts and relaxes, 
and demands an ample supply ot blood 
and the oxvgen it carries. The portion 
now deprived of its supplv is severely 
damaged by the lack ot oxvgen. Most <>l 
the damaged muscle, known as an m- 
larct. will die, and scar tissue will lorm. 
The edges of the damaged muscle may 
be supplied by surrounding arteries and 
may recover. 


The term "heart attack" is the lav- 


man's wa> ot describing this process. 
The medical terms lor heart attack are 
coronary thrombosis, coronary 
occlu-

Q—^ hat cau-o* arlerioscloro«,i>? 


A—It tends to be mos'. common in the 


middle years, although il can appear 
earlier. Heredity may be a contribulmu 
factor. An increase in the lipid t l a t ) or 


.cholesterol content of the blood, cigaret 
smoking, and stress are suspected of 
links with arteriosclerosis. 


(J—What are I ho symptom-; of a heart 


attack? 


A—The most common symptom is severe 


pain and a sensation of pressure on the 
iront ol the chest, sometimes spreading 
to the arms or throat. The local point is 
under the sternum (breastbone). 


The pain is usually accompanied by 


proluse sweating and sometimes by in- 
tense shortness of breath, nausea and 
vomiting. Occasionally the patient may 
become unconscious. Almost 
any of 


these symptoms alone might indicate a 
dillerent disorder, but whenever they 
are present in combination, a doctor 
.should be called promptly. 


Q—Ho* is a heart attack treated? 


A—The primary aim is to promote healing 


in the damaged tissue, which becomes a 
weak section in the muscle wall. As heal- 
ing takes place, the injured area is re- 
placed by scar tissue, which gradually 
toughens until the heart is able to ic 
1- 


sume normal activity. That's why rest is 
the single most important element in'the 
tieatment ot a heart attack. 


The doctor mav gi\e morphine to 


relieve pain in the early davs ol the 
attack, and oxygen mav be adminis- 
tered. In some instances the patient is 
given anticoagulant drugs to prevent 
formation and spread ot clots

(^—What is the outlook for tho person 


with a heart attack? 


A— For most people it's good. Heart attacks 


are fatal in only a minority of cases, and 
those who survive the tirst lew hours or 
days have an increasingly favorable 
prognosis. The length of the healing pro- 
cess depends on the size of the artery 
involved, severity of the attack, and 
presence or absence of complications. 


The average patient should expect to 


stay in the hospital several weeks. Ac- 
tivity is resumed gradually. The diet 
may be restricted, either to lose weight, 
restrict intake ol cholesterol and-or salt, 
or tor all these purposes. Most patients 
can anticipate a return to full time work 
and normal lamily lite, though they may 
be advised to be moderate in all activi- 
ties, and to avoid 
over-eating and 


over-exertion. Mild exercise is not only 
permitted, but usually encouraged. 


Q—If I have hail one heart allack, docs 


that moan I will certainly have others 
later on? 


A—Not necessarily. Second attacks do oc- 


cur, 
but are not predictable with cer- 


tainty in the individual patient. How- 
ever, the cardiac patient who faithtully 
follows his doctor's instructions does 
strengthen his chances of avoiding a re- 
currence. Many persons have had only 
one coronary, lived until an advanced 
age, and then died ol something totally 
unrelated. 


Exercise should be regular, not in weekend bursts 


Q—Is angina ihe same as a heart attack? 


A— No. although in both the heart muscle is 


not getting an adequate blood supply. 
Angina (technically called angina pec- 
tons or coronary insulhciency) is a pain 
in the chest, due to a temporary lack of 
adequate oxygen by a portion ot the 
heart muscle. Unlike a heart attack, the 
blood is not cut oil completely and the 
heart muscle is not damaged. However, 
a narrowed coronarv artery, though or- 
dinarily adequate, may prove incapable 
ot supplying enough blood to the heart 
when the patient is physically active. 
Thus the pain characteristically conies 
i>n w i t h exercise and 
is relieved by 


standing still or sit!inn. It can also be 
brought on bv excitement. Some persons 
with angina mav have a heart attack, 
bul many people have mild angina-tor 
years and nevei have an attack. 


y—(!an an\thing ho done lo relieve ang- 


ina? 


A— Yes. it can be relieved promptly bv nit- 


n> glycerine tablets, which dilate the co- 
ronarv arteries. 


Patients are usually advised to take 


this belore engaging in vigorous physical 
activ i t v . .Some angina Milk-tors must 
i urtail, their phvsica! activity, stopping 
short o| the t v p o ol exertion which pro- 
duces pain More frequently, thev are 
advised to take a moderate course with 
respect to exercise, resting when neces- 
sarv and avoiding am thing excessively 
strenuous. 


O—\\ lial i- heart failure? 
% 
A—This (k'sciil)c's w h a t happens when the 


heart"- blood-pumping elliciemy is re- 
duced. It is not a total l.uluie. but a 
weakness ol heart luiution. and it usual- 
ly develops because ot a disease such as 
high blood pressure or a leaking heart 
valve. Blood pressure in the veins goes 
up, because the heart cannot 
pump 


away all the blood they carry to it. Be- 
cause the circulatorv system is below 
par. some thud in the blood may seep 
out and a< cumulate in surrounding ti>- 
.sues, causing edema or swelling 
a 


common symptom ol heait lailuie. The 
fluid frequently collects in the legs and 
ankles, but 'it may also go to the lungs, 
causing uncomfortable and sometimes 
alarming &hortnesb of breath.

Q—(Ian hoart failure bo relieved? 


A— Yes — although the most important as- 


pect of treatment is to find and treat the 
underlying cause. Patients are usually 
given digitalis, which has a seemingly 
magic power to increase the strength of 
the heart's contractions'. They may be 
given a diuretic to stimulate kidney ac- 
tion and thus reduce edema. Patients 
are urged to slow down their pace of 
living, to ease the strain on a heart 
which is already having ditliculty carry- 
ing its load. A salt 
restricted diet is 


olten ordered. 


Q—(Ian diet prevent hoart attack? 


A—There is no guarantee that any specific 


course of action will prevent a heart 
attack. However, many doctors, noting 
the association ot heart attacks with a 
high blood cholesterol level, believe a 
reduction in cholesterol is a wise pre- 
caution. 


This means to avoid animal fats, 


butter, cream, and other high - choles- 
terol foods such as eggs, shelltish, liver, 
kidney, and brains. Fish and poultry 
contain less saturated lat than meat. 
The animal fats are replaced by polyun- 
saturated fats — such as liquid vege- 
table oils and low - saturated margarines 
— which lower blood cholesterol. There 
is also a medicine, clolibrate, which 
tends to lower the blood cholesterol. In 
any case, it's wise to control the weight, 
since overweight persons are partic- 
ularly prone to heart disease. 


A—Is smoking bad for the hcarl? 


A— Yes. in the opinion ol most doctors. In 


one significant study, the health of more 
than 4000 men — all tree of coronary 
artery disease at the outset — was fol- 
lowed tor six vears. The death rate for 
cigaret smokers was more than three 
times that ot non-smokers, and 
the 


pnmarv cause was heart disease. Smok- 
ing increases the turbulence ot blood 
How and thus speeds arterial damage. 


It also seems to increase the level of 


lattv acids m the body, and to increase 
the tendency ol the blood to clot. All 
these changes may set the stage tor a 
heart attack. 


<^—Docs emotional tension cause h«';irl 


trouble? 


A—The populai image of a person collaps- 


ing ol a heart attack alter an emotional 
shock is not supported by medical expe- 
rience. But emotional lactors do play a 
significant role in heart disease, lor ex- 
ample, angina pains are otfn brought 
on bv excitement and stress. Kmotional 
instability may hasten the .development 
of high blood pressure, oM-»n associated 
with heart disease. 


/ 
Kmotional tranquility is a "must" 


during the period ot rest after a heart 
attack. Perhaps the jnost 
significant 


emotional factor in heart disease is the 
unwarranted tear which haunts those 
who have had one coronary. Kear of 
bringing on another attack can make 
"cardiac cripples" ot persons who, with 
a healthier mental attitude, could look 
forward to normally active and produc- 
tive lives.

Barbecued Chicken, a favorite of President Nixon, who 
used to do the honors at the grill during pre-White 
House days in California. 


As an accompaniment to the Barbecued Chicken/ 


beat up a batch of homemade Skillet Cornbread, a side 
dish to be baked indoors and kept warm on the grill 
until mealtime. This recipe makes a firm-textured 
bread, like the kind served often with plenty of butter 
at the White House when President Wilson was in of- 
fice. 


For a spectacular and different summer party dessert, 


top off your menu with Wine Jelly, a specialty of 
Thomas Jefferson, our gourmet president. 


An almond-flavored Blancmange, also from Jeffer- 


son's time, would be perfect for the children. It's a 
simple milk-based dessert that can be topped with ber- 
ries or sliced fresh fruit. Or serve the youngsters Frosted 
Mint Delight, a favorite with a 20th century first lady, 
Mamie Eisenhower. 


History tells us that Andrew Jackson enjoyed Chicken 


Hash for his breakfast, although you might prefer it for 
Sunday night supper. Delicately flavored with tarragon, 
the creamy hash can be spooned over hot biscuits, 
buttered rice, hominy grits or cornbread. Add a green 
salad and your menu is complete. 


An unusual Chicken Pudding comes from the family 


cookbook of James Monroe. Browned chicken pieces 
are baked in a casserole topped with a batter similar to 
Yorkshire Pudding. Serve this at an informal dinner 
accompanied by a fresh green vegetable. 


Barbecued Chicken 


(President Nixon) 


7 cup butter 


3/4 cup lemon juice 
2 teaspoons garlic Salt 
2 tablespoons paprika 
2 teaspoons dried leaf oregano 
A broiler-fryer chickens, halves 
3 teaspoons salt 
Vz teaspoon pepper 


Melt butter in small saucepan. Stir in 


lemon juice, garlic salt, paprika and 
oregano. Place chickens in shallow 
dish; sprinkle with salt and pepper. 
Pour marinade over chickens, cover 
and marinate 3 to 4 hours at room tem- 
perature, turning occasionally. Place 
chicken halves, skin side up, on grate 
set 3 to 6 inches from charcoal briquets 
that have reached the light gray ash 
stage (or a red glow at night). Brush 
generously with marinade. Cook until 
tender, turning and brushing occasion- 
ally. Allow 45 minutes to W< hours total 
cooking time, depending on weight of 
chickens and distance from heat To 
test for doneness, leg should twist easily 
out of thigh joint and pieces should feel 
tender when probed with a fork. Yield: 
8 servings. 


Skillet Cornbread 


(President Wilson) 


2 cups boiling water 


IVz cups white cornmea? 


1 cup milk 


"PA teaspoons salt 


3 teaspoons baking powder 
2 tablespoons butter 
3 eggs, we// beaten 


Stir boiling water into cornmeal in 


heatproof bowl or saucepan; cool. Beat 
in milk, salt, baking powder, butter and 
eggs. (Use a rotary beater or portable 
electric mixer.) Turn into a greased 
10-inch skillet that can be used for bak- 
ing. Bake in 400-degree oven for 30 to 
35 minutes. Yield: 8 servings.

3 envelopes unfavored gelatine

dium saucepan. Place over low heat;

3 pounds fresh green asparagus, 


washed and trimmed 


1 can (10% ounce) beef broth 
3 thin slices onion 
1 carrot, peeled and sliced 
1 bay leaf 
% teaspoon salt 
% teaspoon whole peppercorns 
4 large tomatoes 


Assorted greens 


1 2 ounce can anchovies 


Ripe pitted olives 
Pimento stuffed green olives 
Hard-cooked egg slices 
Tie asparagus into 4 bundles. Place in 


5 quart Dutch oven. Add beef broth, on- 
ion, carrot, bay leaf, salt and pepper- 
corns. Cook covered, until crisp-tender, 
about 10 minutes. Lift from stock and 
chill. 


Blanch tomatoes in 2 quart saucepan, 


plunge immediately into cold water and 
peel. Cut into eighths. 


Line large salad plate with greens. Re- 


move string and arrange each bundle of 
asparagus on salad plate: criss-cross 2 
anchovy filets on top of each bundle. 
Garnish plates with olives, egg slices and 
cooked carrot slices. Sprinkle with Ital- 
ian or Green Goddess dressing. Yield: 4 
large salads.

For Kitchen 


Remodeling 


If your kitchen is among the 2% mil- 


lion which will be remodeled this year, 
be sure that it will be arranged for max- 
imum efficiency as well as beauty. 


A system for grading kitchen efficien- 


cy, with allowance for various sizes of 
homes, has been devised at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, which has been con- 
ducting research on kitchen planning for 
over 20 years. 


The score sheet on counter, storage 


space and arrangement offers an oppor- 
tunity to pre-test plans before remodel- 
ing, and to detect weaknesses in existing 
kitchen plans. 


"Kitchen Planning Standards," issued 


by the University of Illinois Small Homes 
Council-Building Research Council, 
points out that doorways should be lo- 
cated so that traffic will not cut through 
the kitchen work triangle, formed by re- 
frigerator, sink, and range. To save 
steps, this triangle, measured from the 
center front of each appliance, should to- 
tal not more than 26 feet. 


The range or built-in cooking units 


should not be under a window. Curtains 
are likely to catch fire, and opening or 
closing the window is hazardous.

ning Standards, are available for 15 
cents (plus 1 cent tax for residents of 
Illinois) from Small Homes Council- 
Building Research Council, University of 
Illinois, One East Saint Mary's Road, 
Champaign, HI.

A salad meal during summer's warm 


weather is perfect if the combination is a 
hearty one, such as this Spanish Lamb 
Salad. Chunks of cold cooked lamb, 
sliced Spanish stuffed olives, tomatoes 
and bard-cooked eggs are tossed with a 
piquant dressing and served in a bowl 
lined with salad greens. Fill out the 
menu with some French or Italian bread 
and dessert. This salad makes excellent 
use of the leftovers from Sunday's roast 
leg of lamb, and the bright red and green 
olives lend color and provide a lively fla- 
vor. 


For another salad for summer menus, 


serve avocado halves with chopped fresh 
t o m a t o e s marinated with pimiento- 
stuffed olives and green onions. Serve 
the avocado halves on salad plates with 
cold sliced meats for an appetizing com- 
bination. 


SPANISH LAMB SALAD 


1/3 cup olive oil 
1/4 cup lemon juice - 


2 tablespoons vinegar 
1 tablespoon fresh chopped chives 


1/2 teaspoon salt 
1/2 teaspoon basil leaves 
1/8 teaspoon pepper 


3 cups slivered cooked lamb 


1/2 cup sliced pimiento-stuffed 


olives 


1 small green pepper 
2 medium tomatoes, diced 
2 hard-cooked eggs, sliced 


Lettuce 


Blend oil, lemon juice, vinegar, chives 


and seasonings. Chill. Arrange lamb, 
olives, green pepper, tomatoes and eggs 
in lettuce-lined bowl. Pour dressing on 
top and toss. Makes 6 servings.

This woman has her own 
test kitchen adjacent to the home econo- 
mists' and represents the average con- 
sumer. She can not have a home 
economics degree and simply tries aO 
the recipes that have passed test kitchen 
standards. 


"If a recipe says boil for five minutes 


and our tester sees that it's going to boil 
all over the stove she must go ahead," 
said Miss Ross. If this happens, regard- 
less of who made the mistake, the recipe 
goes back to the original creator.

Program Started 


The people at Hunt-Wesson Foods are 


doing more than "just talk" about envi- 
ronmental problems. A Forest Building 
Program has been initiated as in- 
troduction to a newly developed product, 
Big John's Beans 'n Fixin's.

In 
the next year, Hunt-Wesson hopes to 
plant over 500,000 new trees. 


Last year over 500,000 acres of U.S. 


Forest land were destroyed by fire. The 
Big John Forest Building Program is an 
effort to rebuild as well as preserve our 
natural resources. Trees provide forest 
beauty, hold the soil in place, and pro- 
vide shelter for wildlife. 


There's no limit on trees, so the refo- 


restation program might become a proj- 
ect for clubs, schools, churches and other 


organizations. If a school sends in 1,000 
labels, then 1,000 trees will be planted. 


As proof that the tree has been plant- 


ed, a certificate suitable for framing will 
be sent to the consumer along with a let- 
ter from the president of Hunt-Wesson.

More Basic Foods 
Demanded Today 


by GAYNOR MADDOX 


As times change, so do food habits. 


The upheavals in our way of life today 
are altering our attitudes toward what 
we eat. For example, there is a steadily 
growing interest in basic foods — those 
with a minimum of chemical fertilizers, 
additives, artificial seasonings and syn- 
thetic flavors. 


"I don't think this interest in basic 


foods means, necessarily, that there is 
an increase in the awareness of nutri- 
tion," says Helen Feingold, a widely 
known home economist and food editor of 
TV Guide. 


Instead, she says, it has been reaction 


to the "scare" or ecological campaigns. 


Another change today appears to be 


that the actual taste of food seems not to 
be terribly important. 


"I don't think the average middle-aged 


or elderly person is actually very con- 
cerned about the exact way food tastes. 
How it feels and looks are more impor- 
tant nowadays," she says. 


Mrs. Feingold, who creates original 


recipes for food producers, does in-plant 
and convenience food consulting and has 
two young sons of her own, thinks the 
young people of today do have more 


awareness of flavors than adults. 


"You see the young have traveled 


more widely. They don't have set ideas 
about food, are not so uptight about the 
way they live," she says. 


"The young prefer dishes made from 


scratch, not cans. They are very individ- 
ualistic in their tastes. Not afraid to be 
themselves, unlike so many of their el- 
ders." 


The awareness of pollutants is another 


food-related change. Many consumers re- 
ject food that is not packaged in mate- 
rials that can be recycled, such as foil, 
paper, glass and certain types of plastic. 


The passion for low-calorie foods is an- 


other sign of our times. The concept of 
weight, not of nutrition, underlies the 
mood. 


"Everyone must get and stay thin — 


for better looks and health," she says. 
"There is almost hysterical 
hatred 


against fat, especially animal fat." 


She thinks the public has been brain- 


washed on the low-calorie bit: "all the 
consumer needs to be told is low-ca- 
lories. Look at the mountains of cottage 
cheese eaten by people hoping to lose 
weight fast. Actually, cottage cheese is 
not that low in calories."

Roll meat up, jelly-roll fashion, starting 
at narrow end removing waxed paper as 
meat is rolled. Wrap roll in waxed pa- 
per; chill well. To bake, remove paper 
and place roll, joined side to bottom, in 
well-greased shallow baking pan. Bake in 
moderate oven (350 degrees) until meat 
is thoroughly done, about 1 hour IS min- 
utes. Let stand 10 minutes before slicing. 
Prepare sauce. Combine cheese soup and 
milk; heat to serving temperature over 
low heat. Serve with meat slices. Yield:

What's Thawing For Dinner? 


Entrees For Fourth Of July Menu 


It's been said that the measure of any 


good chef is in the kind of vegetables he 
serves. There's little doubt that the aver- 
age inclination to preparing vegetables is 
simply that they're a necessity for a bal- 
anced menu. 


The truth is that fooking vegetables is 


an art in Itself and one should at this 
time of the year capitalize on the many 
farm-fresh varieties available for the 
table. 


Broccoli, sometimes referred to as a 


sophisticated cabbage, is excellent with 
any menu. Choose broccoli which has 
dark or purplish green buds and fresh 
stems. To serve four, you'll need about 
IMi pounds. 


Wash thoroughly in cold water, then 


trim ends of the stalk eliminating any 
portion which seems tough or woody. 
Split the stalk two or three times leaving 
it attached to the bud. 


In a large pan place an inch of salted 


water, bring to boll, then place stalks in 
the water, cover and steam until just 
tender, approximately 10 minutes, but 
never more than 15. This is one vege- 
table which must not be overcooked. 


Drain and serve in a heated bowl or 


individual plates, seasoned with butter, 


salt, pepper, and a sprinkling of fresh 
lemon juice. 


The carrot is anotoher vegetable which 


often is not prepared to give all its taste 
quality. For four servings, pare 1 pound 
carrots and cut in halves or quarters, 
depending upon size. Place in a well-but- 
tered quart casserole. Sprinkle with salt 
and pepper and dot with butter. Cover, 
place in a 325-degree oven and bake for 1 
hour or until carrots are fork ten- 
der. 


For the outdoor chef, use the same 


amount of carrots but cut into julienne 
slices, dot with butter, salt and pepper 
and place in a piece of heavy foil. Add 1 
tablespoon of water and seal with a drug- 
store wrap. Cook over medium coals 40 
minutes, turning occasionally. 


Celery is another delicious vegetable 


for cooking. After washing and cutting 
away any tough portions, cut diagonally 
into bite size pieces. You'll need 2 cups 
for four generous servings. Simmer in te 
inch of boiling, salted chicken bouillon 
until just tender, but still crisp. 


An interesting variation is to add 4 


peeled and wedged ripe tomatoes to the 
celery. The combination is excellent. 
Season, butter, and serve.

CHICKEN TERIYAKI 


Long a popular dish in Japan, Chicken 


Teriyaki is rapidly gaining popularity 
here in the States. Add variety to your 
barbecue meals by trying this dish soon. 
2 large frying chickens 


(at least 3 pounds each) 


% cup soy sauce 
% cup saki (rice wine) or sherry 
V4 cup sugar 
V4 cup vegetable oil 
2 cloves garlic, minced 
2 teaspoons ground ginger 
Chickens may be halved, quartered, or 


cut into pieces, whichever you prefer. 
Combine remaining ingredients, which is 
your marinade. Place chicken in a large 
deep bowl and pour the marinade over. 
Chicken should marinate at least 4 hours 
or overnight, turning occasionally. With 
the smokers, kettles, gas grills, along 


with the traditional barbecuing grills, the 
instructions vary with the type of equip- 
ment used. Chicken should be grilled 
slowly at least six inches from glowing 
coals. The time will vary, depending on 
whether you are grilling your chicken in 
halves, quarters or pieces. Turn occa- 
sionally and brush with marinade during 
grilling. When chicken is tender, remove 
from grill. Take care not to overcook 
meat. Serves 6 to 8. 


TURKISH LAMB SHISH KABOB 


1/2 cup vegetable or olive oil 
1/3 cup lime juice 


1 teaspoon dry mustard 


1/4 teaspoon thyme 


1 bay leaf, crushed 


1/8 teaspoon rosemary 
1/2 teaspoon salt 
1/8 teaspoon pepper 


1 tablespoon dehydrated chopped 


onion 


2 pounds lean, boned lamb 


(from shoulder or rump) 
cut in 1%-inch cubes 


1/2 pound fresh mushrooms' 


1 dozen (approx.) small white onions 
(approx. 1-1% inches in diameter) 


2 green peppers, cut in eighths 
Combine oil, lime juice, seasonings and 


dehydrated onions in a bowl. Add cubed 
lamb. (Have your butcher prepare lamb 
for you.) Marinate 5 hours or overnight. 
Drain, reserving marinade. 


On long skewers alternate cubes of 


lamb with whole onions, mushroom caps 
and pieces of green pepper until all the 
ingredients are used.Place kabobs on 
rack 3 inches from heat when coals are 
grey. Broil approximately 20 minutes, 
turning once, basting with remaining 
marinade. Onions will become somewhat 
blackened, but don't worry about it. Sim- 
ply remove outer peelings after they are 
removed from skewers. Serves 6. 


CHOCOLATE ORANGE FRUIT BARS 
1 cup currants (packed) 
% cup brown sugar, packed 
% cup water 
% cup margarine 
1 6-ounce package (1 cup) 


semi-sweet chocolate pieces 


2 eggs 
% cup frozen orange juice 


concentrate, undiluted 


% cup buttermilk 
% teaspoon salt 


% teaspoon soda 
grated rind of 1 orange 


1% cups sifted flour 


% cup chopped walnuts or pecans 
Preheat oven to 350 degrees. In a 


h e a v y saucepan combine currants, 
brown sugar, water and margarine. Sim- 
mer until the currants are plumped 
(about 5 minutes). Remove from heat, 
add chocolate and stir until all the pieces 
have melted. 


Meanwhile, beat eggs thoroughly. Add 


orange juice concentrate, 
buttermilk, 


salt, soda and orange rind, mixing until 
all the ingredients are well combined. 
Add flour and when completely blended 
add chocolate mixture. Fold in nuts and 
turn into a greased 9xl3x2-inch baking 
dish. Bake in preheated oven for 30 min- 
utes or until cake tests done. Cool and 
add Orange Glaze.

ordinary picnic this Fourth of July, Shish 


Kabobs are elegant dinner fare. They 
can be cooked and eaten outdoors, but 
are fancy enough for the most dis- 


criminating guest.

ALMOND CAKE 


2% cups sifted all-purpose flour 


2 teaspoons baking powder

1 cup sugar 
3 eggs 
12 ounces almond filling 
% cup milk 
Sift flour with baking powder and salt. 
Cream butter in mixing bowl. Gradu- 


ally add sugar, beating until fight and 
fluffy. Add eggs one at a time, beating 
wen after each additiqn. Blend in almond 
filling. 


At low speed, add half of the dry in- 


gredients and all of the milk. Add re- 
maining dry ingredients and blend wett. 


Pour into a greased angel food pan. 


Bake at 350 degrees for 45 to 50 minutes 
until cake springs back when touched 
lightly. Do not cool upside down. Remove 
from pan when cool and sprinkle with 
powdered sugar, if desired. Serves 12.

Sometimes we forget how versatile 


fritters can be, whether we make drop 
fritters or a belgnet (French word for 
batter coated fritter). They can be made 
with a simple batter or soft dough and 
deep or shallow fried. The fillings can be 
fruit, vegetables, fish, meat or sweet fill- 
ings. The Mazola test kitchens developed 
these two basic recipes, one for drop frit- 
ters and one for batter coated fruits and 
vegetables. 


Corn fritters are great made with can- 


ned cream style corn, nearly always a 
good buy at the grocer. For your health 
and for your good taste serve hot fritters 
soon. 


FRUIT FRITTERS 


1 cup sifted flour . 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
1 tablespoon sugar 
% teaspoon salt 
2 eggs, separated 


1/3 cup milk 
Wt cups chopped or diced fruit 


1 quart (about) corn oil 


Sift together flour, baking powder, sug- 


ar and salt. Mix together egg yolks, milk 
and 1 tablespoon com oil. Stir into dry 


ingredients until well mixed. Add pre- 
pared fruit. Beat egg whites until stiff 
peaks form. Fold into batter. Pour corn 
oil into heavy, sturdy, flat bottomed 
3-quart saucepan or deep fryer, filling 
utensil no more than 1/3 fun. Heat over 
medium heat to 375 degrees. Carefully 
add fritter batter by tablespoonfuls, a 
few at a time. Fry 3 to 4 minutes, turn- 
ing once or until golden brown. Drain on 
absorbent paper. Serve hot with favorite 
syrup or sprinkled with confectioners 
sugar. Makes about 24 fritters. 


Note: Use chopped or diced apples, 


peaches, cherries, apricots. Or use fresh 
berries such as blueberries or black- 
berries. 


Batter Coated Fruit 


and Vegetables 


1 cup sifted flour 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
% teaspoon salt 
1 egg, slightly beaten 
1 cup milk 


Bananas, cut into 1-inch chunks 
Cauliflower, separated into flowerets 
Eggplant, cut into finger size strips 
Onion rings 


1 quart (about) corn oil 


Sift together flour, baking powder and 


salt. Mix together egg, milk and Vt cup 
of the corn oil, add to dry ingredients, 
beating until smooth. Thoroughly dry 
fruit or vegetables; dust with flour, then 
shake off excess. Dip into batter; drain 
on wire rack over waxed paper. Pour 
corn oil into heavy, sturdy, flat bottomed 
3-quart saucepan or deep fryer, filling 
utensil no more than 1/3 full. Heat over 
medium heat to 375 degrees. Fry pre- 
pared food in hot corn oil, a few at a 
time, until golden brown. Drain on ab- 
sorbent paper; season and serve. Makes 
1-2/3 cups batter or enough to coat 8 to 9 
cups prepared fruit or vegetables. 


Corn Fritters: Prepare batter as di- 


rected, omitting milk and adding 1 (17 
ounce) can cream style corn. Drop bat- 
ter by tablespoons into hot Com oil and 
fry until golden brown. Drain on absorb- 
ent paper and serve. 


Note: If using electric skillet, pour 


corn oil to depth of Vt inch; heat to 375 
degrees or follow manufacturers direc- 
tions. Fry food, 1 layer at a time, about 2 
minutes .on each side or until 
brown.

Four-Month Commuter's Headache Starts On Kennedy 


by TOM WELLMAN 


A four-month commuter's headache 


will begin at 10 a.m. Tuesday for motor- 
ists from,the Northwest suburbs who use 
the Kennedy Expressway. 


Officials of the Illinois Department of 


Public Works and Buildings announced 
yesterday a four-stage, $15.7 million re- 
surfacing project which will close two 
lanes of the expressway at a time until 
Oct. 22. 


The resurfacing project will cover the 


entire Kennedy Expressway from Man- 
nheim Road to the Eisenhower Ex- 


pressway in the Loop. At the same time, 
reconstruction work and improvements 
will begin on the local lane portion of the 
Dan Ryan Expressway to 65th Street. 


Northwest suburban motorists trav- 


eling into Chicago from the Northwest 
Tollway will be channeled into one lane 
of traffic just beyond East River Road. 


At Foster Avenue, they will be directed 


across a temporary crossover into one of 
the four lanes normally reserved for 
northbound traffic. 


At Montrose Avenue the motorists will 


enter the Kennedy's two reversible ex- 


press lanes, which will direct them to 
Chicago's Loop. There will be no exits 
available for Northwest suburban motor- 
ists between the" Northwest Tollway and 
the Loop. 


Local traffic will enter at East River 


Road from the Kennedy Expressway 
from the airport, at Foster and at the 
Edens Expressway junction. However, 
that traffic will be kept in the outside 
southbound lane, while construction work 
proceeds on the two inside southbound 
lanes. 


"We expect tremendous problems in 


traffic movement and control, unless mo- 
torists can assist us by staying off the 
roads, or if they must travel by ex- 
pressways, to exercise the utmost pa- 
tience and cooperation," said William F. 
Cellini, director of Illinois Department of 
Public Works and Buildings. 


"I strongly urge commuters to use oth- 


er forms of transportation, such as the 
CTA, commuter railroads and buses, or 
to find their own best alternate routes to 
and from work during the period," he 


About 225,000 cars use the expressway 


every day, he said, and added that "we'll 
still have traffic problems" even if only 
half of that number use the Kennedy Ex- 
pressway during the construction period. 


Speed limits will be reduced to 45 


m.p.h. during construction, and the num- 
ber of emergency patrol vehicles in use 
to clear traffic "hot spots" will be 
doubled. 


Trucks and buses will be permitted to 


use the local lanes on the Kennedy, but 
they will not be permitted to enter the

He is to answer the grand 
theft charge in felony court in Niles at 11 
a.m. Tuesday. Police Chief Martin Con- 
roy suspended Heidt from his post, pend- 
ing a hearing by the Schaumburg Fire 
and Police Commission on a charge of 
conduct unbecoming a police officer. 


The theft charge against Heidt alleges 


he stole such items as a car tape player, 
a household mixer, a wheelbarrow, and 
pieces of carpeting from the Sears Roe- 
buck and Co. store being prepared for 
opening at Woodfield Mall. Heidt, like 
most other members of the department, 
had been assigned to tours of night se- 
curity guard duty at the shopping center. 


HEIDT'S ARREST Tuesday came just 


one day before he was to have left the 
department. He submitted his resigna- 
tion three weeks to the day before his 
arrest. Chief Conroy sa'd the thefts are 
alleged to have occurred over the past 
week and a half, after Heidt submitted 
his resignation. 


Heidt has been on the Schaumburg po- 


lice force more than five years, said 
Chief Conroy, and until his arrest his 
record as an off'cer was "average," said 
the chief.

but has the help of four part-time in- 
spectors, one plumbing, two electrical 
and one building inspector. At present 
Steilen, the only full-time member of the 
building department, has the help of a 
clerk. Village officials are interested in 
enlarging the office staff, said Steilen. 


STEILEN'S DESK shares a small 


room in the village hall with about eight 
others and the cramped quarters make it 
physically impossible to jam in one addi- 
tional piece of equipment. "I don't know 
where we would put any extra people in 
this room," he said. 


There is some talk about a village hall 


and if "the building departments are go- 
ing to serve the community well, they 
must grow with the village," said 
Trustee Evert when asked if there are 
plans to add additional full-time person- 
nel to the department. 


Steilen still holds a carpenters card. 


He began his building career as a car- 
penter, progressing to carpentry fore- 
man, superintendent, general construc- 
tion superintendent and then boss and 
owner of his own construction firm. 


"There is a lot of work here for one 


man." said Steilen as he admitted he will 
use the help of the Building Officials 


Conference of America. "The new apart- 
ments being built under the BOCA code 
are an example; a review of the plans by 
BOCA will help me and believe me I'm 
not shy about asking for expert advice," 
he said. 


STEILEN SAID the board of trustees 


and village president have first call on 
his services and he sees his job as one of 
complete cooperation with them to serve 
the village and uphold building codes. 
Suggestions for upgrading could also 
come from my department said the new 
superintendent. 


The superintendent said he has built 


single-family homes himself and multi- 
family construction is also familiar to 
him. 


"I was general superintendent of the 


100-unit multi-family building my wife 
and I live in now in Palatine," said Stei- 
len. 


Steilen admitted his decision to retire 


was prompted by his desire to travel and 
concentrate on his antique collecting, a 
hobby he shares with his wife. 


"But building's in my blood, and after 


just so many days of running around 
suddenly you are sitting across the table 
and going quietly buggy, from inactivi- 
ty." 


"That's not for me," said Steilen as he 


pledged to deliver an efficient hard-work- 
ing department to the board of trustees 
and village president that hired him.

Rumors that Hoffman Estates Fire

"No, no, no ... 
no way at all," said 


Lt. Donald Selke, when asked if fire dis- 
trict personnel had used their equipment 
to pump water from a hydrant to the 
home pool of William Shlifka, 273 Not- 
tingham Lane. 


"The rumor is totally erroneous," he 


added. 


Shlifka, who sells swimming pools at 


the lawn and garden supply business he 
owns, said his pool was filled from a wa- 
ter truck owned by a private landscaper. 


THE WATER WAS trucked in as a spe- 


cial favor by the landscaper who does 
business with Shlifka, he said. 


"I have receipts to prove it and will be 


willing to show them to any of my neigh- 
bors who ask," he added. 


Shlifka did not divulge the landscaper's 


name because the service was provided 
as a special favor. He explained that the 
landscaper needs the truck to serve his 
normal business and does not want to be 
besieged with request to have pools 
filled. 


"I wish there were no water ban," 


Shlifka added. "I'd sell a lot more 
swimming pools," he quipped. 


The report was called in by a Hassel 


Road resident who would not give her 
name. She expressed concern about 
apartment residents who have gone with- 
out water during the water pressure 
crisis in Hoffman Estates and home own- 
ers whose lawns have gone dry.

The well had been closed down for 


over a week for repairs. 


The water ban will continue in effect

Water tables, low throughout the sub- 


urbs, are another cause for limited 
sprinkling in the area. Redker was happy 
yesterday in village hall when contacted 
immediately after 1/3-inch rain fell in 
the afternoon. 


Sewage Ponds 
In Use For 
Final Year 


Oxidation ponds blamed for producing 


odors at the Hanover Park Sewage 
Treatment Plant site in Hanover Park 
will not be used after this summer said 
Barry Winkler superintendent of the Met- 
ropolitan Sanitary District facility. 


Winkler, admitting the ponds are an 


odorous problem in this week of intense 
heat, reports the plant crews are taking 
measures to minimize and hopefully 
eliminate the odor. 


The past few extremely hot days have 


created an imbalance in one of the two 
ponds, and the bacteria is using up oxy- 
gen faster than the aeration system can 
replenish it, Winkler explained. 


He added the plant utilizes the ponds 


when the facility receives more than the 
plant's 2 million gallon capacity. The 
plant is being enlarged to handle up to. 6 
million gallons and construction should 
be completed in May of 1972. Until that 
time excess must bypass the plant and 
the overflow held in the ponds said Win- 
kler. 


"ORDINARILY 
aeration 
eliminates 


any odor but the heat changed the bal- 
ance, and now the bottom of the pond 
has risen to seek oxygen," said Winkler. 


The crews are putting approximately 


1,200 gallons if cholerine disinfectant to 
the pond daily, but must kill small 
amounts of the bacteria carefully. 


Winkler explained a huge dose would 


kill off all the bacteria and elinfinate the 
odor immediately but this would create 
an even greater problem. 


The dead pond would eventually turn 


stagnant because a certain amount of 
bacteria keeps the pond alive and thus 
eliminates odors, said Winkler. A stag- 
nant pond would be even more odorous, 
he noted. 


Constant monitoring is necessary -to 


keep just enough bacteria alive to do its 
work and kill off enough to keep the odor 
down he added. Winkler assured resi- 
dents the odor is not gaseous or dan- 
gerous to health. "The district is doing 
all it can to alleviate the problem and 
when the plant is expanded, and the 
ponds phased out, there should not be 
any more odors," said Winkler.

Four-Month Commuter's Headache Starts On Kennedy 


by TOM WELLMAN 


A tour-month commuter's headache 


will begin at 10 a.m. Tuesday for motor- 
ists from the Northwest suburbs who use 
the Kennedy Expressway. 


Officials of the Illinois Department of 


Public Works and Buildings announced 
yesterday a four-stage, $15.7 million re- 
surfacing project which will close two 
lanes of the expressway at a time until 
Oct. 22. 


The resurfacing project win cover the 


entire Kennedy Expressway from Mann- 
heim R o a d to the Eisenhower Ex- 


pressway in the Loop. At the same time, 
reconstruction work and improvements 
will begin on the local lane portion of the 
Dan Ryan Expressway to 65th Street. 


Northwest suburban motorists trav- 


eling into Chicago from the Northwest 
Tollway will be channeled into one lane 
of traffic just beyond East River Road. 


At Foster Avenue, they will be directed 


across a temporary crossover into one of 
the four lanes normally reserved for 
northbound traffic. 


At Montrose Avenue the motorists will 


enter the Kennedy's two reversible ex- 


press lanes, which will direct them to 
Chicago's Loop. There will be no exits 
available for Northwest suburban motor- 
ists between the Northwest Tollway and 
the Loop. 


Local traffic will enter at East River 


Road from the Kennedy Expressway 
from the airport, at Foster and at the 
Edens Expressway junction. However, 
that traffic will be kept in the outside 
southbound lane, while construction work 
proceeds on the two inside southbound 
lanes. 


"We expect tremendous problems in 


traffic movement and control, unless mo- 
torists can assist us by staying off the 
roads, or if they must travel by ex- 
pressways, to exercise the utmost pa- 
tience and cooperation," said William F. 
Cellini, director of Illinois Department of 
Public Works and Buildings. 


"I strongly urge'commuters to use oth- 


er forms of transportation, such as the 
CTA, commuter railroads and buses, or 
to find their own best alternate routes to 
and from work during the period," he 
said. 


About 225,000 cars use the expressway 


every day, he said, and added that "we'll 
still have traffic problems" even if only 
half of that number use the Kennedy Ex- 
pressway during the construction period. 


Speed limits will be reduced to 45 


m.p.h. during construction, and the num- 
ber of emergency patrol vehicles in use 
to clear traffic "hot spots" will be 
doubled. 


Trucks and buses will be permitted to 


use the local lanes on the Kennedy, but 
they will not be permitted to enter the

Board members approved a survey of 


land in the Prospect Heights area sur- 
rounding Elmhurst and Hintz roads to 
see if the area is leas than 60 acres in 
size. If the village engineer's survey 
shows the property to be less than 60 
acres, it can be annexed without the per- 
mission of the owners, according to 
Trustee John Koeppen. 


The awa includes three gas stations, a 


small shopping center, and the Lutheran 
Church of the Good Shepherd. 


Village Offices 
Closed Monday 


The village offices in Wheeling and 


Buffalo Grove will be closed Monday, 
July 5, in observance of the July 4 holi- 
day. 


Also, there will be no village board 


meeting in either town on Monday. 


Trustee John Koeppen, who heads the 


board's real estate and zoning com- 
mittee, explained that the village hoped 
to get the church to have its property 
annexed to the village voluntarily. 


The church annexation would result in 


the village surrounding the commercial 
property in the area. 


KOEPPEN NOTED that in addition to 


existing developments, the village would 
gain zoning controls over the use of the 
vacant 3%-acre site north of Hintz Road 
and east of Elmhurst Road. 


The second piece of property the vil- 


lage hopes to annex is a strip of land 
owned by the Cook County Forest Pre- 
serve District on the west side of the Des 
Plaines River. Board members directed 
the village manager to hire a surveyor to 
survey the area from the current village 
limits near Manchester Drive on Mil- 
waukee Avenue south to Camp McDonald 
Road. 


Koeppen said that Cook County Com- 


missioner Ruby Ryan told him the coun- 
ty might look favorably on the annexa- 
tion of the strip west of the river to the 
village. Wheeling officials are anxious to 
annex the land to get access to various 
comemrcial properties along Milwaukee 
Avenue, and to make voluntary annexa- 
tion of Pal-Waukee Airport to the village

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FBI, Police Raid Bookie Parlors 


by ROGER CAPETTINI 


FBI agents and Des Plainea police 


raided a Des Plames house Tuesday af- 
ternoon as part of a simultaneous crack- 
down on seven alleged gambling oper- 
ations in six North and Northwest sub- 
urbs 


Armed with federal warrants four FBI 


agents, assisted by Des Ptames Det 
Robert Zerniet. searched the residence of 
Fred E. "Rock" Aldridge, 362 Rand Rd. 


Zeirhet. who disclosed the raid yester- 


day, said the agents had warrants to 
search the home, and to search Aldridge 
and Aldridge's stepson Anthony Rochetti, 


24, of 1120 Wheeling Rd., Mount Pros- 
pect. 


The detective said when he and the 


agents entered the white-frame home 
just north of Wolf Road, Rochetti was 
seated in the kitchen, near a telephone. 
In front of Rochetti, Zeimet said, were 
numerous betting slips and other betting 
paraphernalia. 


ZEIMET SAID that while the agents 


were searching the home, several phone 
calls were received, which were an- 
swered by the agents. "In one hour," 
Zeimet added, "$400 to $500 in bets were 
called in and written down by 
the 


agents."

Aldridge reportedly was not at home 


during the raid. Zeimet said the agents 
confiscated numerous betting slips, ad- 
dress books, miscellaneous betting para- 
phernalia and ripped two phones out of 
the wall. 


The raid on the Des Plaines home was 


only one phase of simultaneous raids in 
other suburbs, according to a spokesman 
for the FBI He said other raids were 
staged in Highland Park, Waukegan, An- 
tioch, Highwood and Mundelein. 


The federal search warrants were is- 


sued Monday by U.S. Magistrate Olga 
Jurco after the FBI presented an affida- 
vit for search warrants, explaining the 
background investigation. 


In the sworn affidavit, the FBI pre- 


sented a list of six names, alleging that 
the men, "have been and are now con- 
ducting, 
financing, managing, super- 


vising and directing all or part of an ille- 
gal gambling business which has a gross 
revenue of at least $2,000 a day in any 
single day ..." 


IN ADDITION TO Rochetti, the men 


listed included Ferdinando Ladurini, 
Sam Cnmo Jr., Richard Barlow, Jack A. 
O'Brien, and Wrightman. Also named 
was a man known only at that time as 
"Rocky" who the FBI said was known to 
be Rochetti's father. 


The FBI said in the affidavit it gained 


the information on the alleged gambling 
activity through a telephone wiretap, 
which was authorized ^ Edwin A. Rob- 
son, 
chief U.S. district judge, Northern 


District on June 14. 


"On the basis of those interceptions," 


the FBI said in its affidavit, "it was dis- 
closed that those six are utilizing these 
telephones in the operation of a sophis- 
ticated illegal gambling business. .." 


The FBI said that in conversations 


monitored between June 16 to June 26, 
"Ladurini placed 37 calls to and from 
Rochetti," at the telephone listed in Al- 
dridge's name at the Rand Road ad- 
dress 


"Ladurini made and accepted 'layoff 


wagers on horse race events with Antho- 
ny Rochetti that totaled several hundred 
dollars a day. Also Rochetti continually 
referred to another 'out' he was laying 
off wagers to," the affidavit alleged. 


ACCORDING TO the affidavit, a call 


between Rochetti and Ladurini was inter- 
cepted June 26 in which the men "re- 
viewed the previous day's business and 
agreed on a figure." The FBI further al- 


leged that during two other calls the 
same day, the two men exchanged sev- 
eral hundred dollars in wagers. 


The affidavit charged (he men were 


operating in violation of Title 18 of the 
U.S. Code, Section 1955, the Illegal Gam- 
bling Business Statute, and with the in- 
tent to violate the gambling laws of the 
State of Illinois. 


None of the men, however, was ar- 


rested on any gambling charges, state or 
federal. 


Michael King, attorney for the Justice 


Department's 
organized crime strike 


force, said the possession of the mate- 
rials found in the raids "is not in viola- 
tion of federal laws, unless it can be 
proved they were being used to place wa- 
gers across state lines." 


King also noted that the state does not 


allow wiretapping, so the search war- 
rants, gained on evidence from wiretap- 
ping, would not be admissible in a state 
court. 


"The information gained can be used 


as an investigative tool," King said. He 
added the evidence would be turned over 
to a federal grand jury which would re- 
turn federal indictments at a later date. 


King said violation of the federal law 


carries a maximum punishment of a fine 
of not more than $20,000 or five years, or

Four-Month Commuter's Headache Starts On Kennedy 


by TOM WELLMAN 


A four-month commuter's headache 


will begin at 10 a.m. Tuesday for motor- 
ists from the Northwest suburbs who use 
the Kennedy Expressway. 


Officials of the Illinois Department of 


Public Works and Buildings announced 
yesterday a four-stage, $15.7 million re- 
surfacing project which will close two 
lanes of the expressway at a time until 
Oct. 22. 


The resurfacing project will cover the 


entire Kennedy Expressway from Mann- 
heim Road to the Eisenhower Ex- 


pressway in the Loop. At the same time, 
reconstruction work and improvements 
will begin on the local lane portion of the 
Dan Ryan Expressway to 65th Street. 


Northwest suburban motorists , trav- 


eling into Chicago from the Northwest 
Tollway will be channeled into one lane 
of traffic just beyond East River Road. 


At Foster Avenue, they will be directed 


across a temporary crossover into one of 
the four lanes normally reserved for 
northbound traffic. 


At Montrose Avenue the motorists will 


enter the Kennedy's two reversible ex- 


press lanes, which will direct them to 
Chicago's Loop. There will be no exits 
available for Northwest suburban motor- 
ists between the Northwest Tollway and 
the Loop. 


Local traffic will enter at East River 


Road from the Kennedy Expressway 
from the airport, at Foster and at the 
Edens Expressway junction. However, 
that traffic will be kept in the outside 
southbound lane, while construction work 
proceeds on the two inside southbound 
lanes. 


"We expect tremendous problems in 


traffic movement and control, unless mo- 
torists can assist us by staying off the 
roads, or if they must travel by ex- 
pressways, to exercise the utmost pa- 
tience and cooperation," said William F. 
Cellini, director of Illinois Department of 
Public Works and Buildings. 


"I strongly urge commuters to use oth- 


er forms of transportation, such as the 
CTA, commuter railroads and buses, or 
to find their own best alternate routes to 
and from work during the period," he 
said. 


About 225,000 cars use the expressway 


every day, he said, and added that "we'll 
still have traffic problems" even if only 
half of that number use the Kennedy Ex- 
pressway during the construction period. 


Speed limits will be reduced to 45 


m.p.h. during construction, and the num- 
ber of emergency patrol vehicles in use 
to clear traffic "hot spots" will be 
doubled. 


Trucks and buses will be permitted to 


use the local lanes on the Kennedy, but 
they will not be permitted to enter the

'More Flexible'

The Buffalo Grove Village Board has 


received a draft of a new planned unit 
development ordinance from the plan 
commission and sent it back to that body 
for a public hearing July 21 before voting 
on it. 


The 27-page ordinance was submitted 


to the trustees at Monday's village board 
meeting by Plan Commission Chairman 
Merrill Hoyt. 


The trustees discussed the ordinance 


briefly and decided that a hearing should 
be held to get reactions to it. Copies win 
be sent to local developers, homeowners 
groups and village administrative offi- 
cials with an invitation to them to appear 
at the public hearing. 


HOYT SAID the new ordinance was

He added that 
the ordinance could be applied to both 
apartment and single family devel- 
opments. 


He said dwellings could be placed close 


together with a large common area and 
"a bigger piece of open land that can 
better be used by the occupants." 


THE ORDINANCE Imposes a max- 


imum density of 16 units per acre on 
apartment developments, but does not 
have provision regulating the maximum 
heights of such structures. 


The ordinance also sets regulations 


governing the amount of open space in a 
development and states "the total ground 
area occupied by buildings and struc- 
tures shall not exceed 35 per cent of the 
total ground area of the planned devel- 
opment." 


The rest of the ordinance is devoted 


mainly to establishing the procedures in- 
volved in gaining approval of a proposed 
planned unit development.

request. At Monday's meeting, .the rezon- 
ing request was referred to the plan 
commission to set a date for a public 
hearing.

'called junk into a usable household 
item.

ings of all types — saving money, saving 
the environment, saving time on the job 
and even saving junk."

Four-Month Commuter's Headache Starts On Kennedy 


by TOM WELLMAN 


A four-month commuter's headache 


will begin at 10 a.m. Tuesday for motor- 
ists from the Northwest suburbs who use 
the Kennedy Expressway. 


Officials of the Illinois Department of 


Public Works and Buildings announced 
yesterday a four-stage, $15.7 million re- 
surfacing project which will close two 
lanes of the expressway at a time until 
Oct. 22. 


The resurfacing project will cover the 


entire Kennedy Expressway from Man- 
nheim Road to the Eisenhower Ex- 


pressway in the Loop. At the same time, 
reconstruction work and improvements 
will begin on the local lane portion of the 
Dan Ryan Expressway to 65th Street. 


Northwest suburban motorists trav- 


eling into Chicago from the Northwest 
Tollway will be channeled into one lane 
of traffic just beyond East River Road. 


At Foster Avenue, they will be directed 


across a temporary crossover into one of 
the four lanes normally reserved for 
northbound traffic. 


At Montrose Avenue the motorists will 


enter the Kennedy's two reversible ex- 


press lanes, which will direct them to 
Chicago's Loop. There, will be no exits 
available for Northwest suburban motor- 
ists between the Northwest Tollway and 
the Loop. 


Local traffic will enter at East River 


Road from the Kennedy Expressway 
from the airport, at Foster and at the 
Edens Expressway junction. However, 
that traffic will be /kept in the outside 
southbound lane, while construction work 
proceeds on the two inside southbound 
lanes. 


"We expect tremendous problems in 


traffic movement and control, unless mo- 
torists can assist us 'by staying off the 
roads, or if they must travel by ex- 
pressways, to exercise the utmost pa- 
tience and cooperation," said William F. 
Cellini, director of Illinois Department of 
Public Works and Buildings. 


"I strongly urge commuters to use oth- 


er forms of transportation, such as the 
CTA, commuter railroads and buses, or 
to find their own best alternate routes to 
and from work during the period," he 


About 225,000 cars use the expressway 


every day, he said, and added that "well 
still have traffic problems" even if only 
half of that number use the Kennedy Ex- 
pressway during the construction period. 


Speed limits will be reduced to 45 


m.p.h. during construction, and the num- 
ber of emergency patrol vehicles in use 
to clear traffic "hot spots" will be 
doubled. 


Trucks and buses will be permitted to 


use the local lanes on the Kennedy, but 
they will not be permitted to enter the

THE DECISION rests in the hands of 


three commissioners appointed by the 
court who will assess the project and de- 
termine to what degree it will benefit 
Palatine as a whole. One of these com- 
missioners, according to statute, will be 
chairman of the Board of Local Improve- 
ments, who is mayor John Moodie. 


If the assessment remains as the vil- 


lage board recommended, Padgitt said 
individual objections would be filed and a 
jury trial held. He estimated the con- 
clusion of the court proceedings would 
take seven to nine months from the cur- 
rent date. 
""The key point of the trial would be for 
the Village of Palatine to prove that the 
improvements to property on Colfax 
Street would actually increase the value 
of the property to cover the cost of the 
assessment," he said. 


In similar court trials over special as- 


sessments, property owners "by and 
large have won out" over the local mu- 
nicipalities, Padgitt said. 


The attorney is planning another meet- 


ing of the property owners in the associ- 
ation within the month to go over legal 
action to be taken. 


THE DECISION reached by the jury, 


however, is not the end of the legal line. 
Either side could appeal the decision 
reached by the jury to the Appellate 
Court, which in turn could go as high as 
the State Supreme Court. 


While legal procedures are being held, 


Padgitt said the village would be going 
ahead with the road improvement work 
"at its own risk." If the court reaches a 
decision favoring the property owners, 
the village would be liable to cover the 
additional cost of the project. 


Al Pukszta, spokesman for the proper- 


ty owners, said he and the others "feel 
the 70 per cent assessment is illegal." 


Cindy Walks-With Crutches 


12-YEAR-OLD Cindy Wallisch and 
her mother both have a lot to smile 
about — Cindy has come a long way 
since cerebral palsy struck her at 


birth. Cindy is waiting — and work- 
ing — for the day when she will no 
longer need the crutches. 


She Battles Effects 
Of Cerebral P alsy 


by PAUL GREENFIELD 


Until she was five, Cindy Wallisch nev- 


er even sat up. Cindy is twelve now, and 
the cerebral palsy she was born with al- 
lows her to walk only with the aid of 
crutches. 


There is no feeling sorry for her — her 


sisters poke fun at her boyfriend, the dog 
nestles up against her and she shows you 
the present she made her mother in Girl 
Scouts. 


But you can't help notice the bruise on 


Cindy's arm from where she fell on her 
crutches. It happens often, her mother 
explains, but Cindy knows she has to 
shake it off and get up. 


Cerebral palsy — or paralysis — is 


usually caused by a breakdown of brain 
motor tissue from an injury at birth. 
Mental capacity is usually not affected, 
but learning can be slowed due to physi- 
cal deficiencies, such as poor speech and 
sight. 


REHABILITATION for cerebral pal- 


sied children is possible by reeducating 
other parts of the brain to take over 
functions of the damaged parts. It is a 
long, difficult and expensive process, as 
Cindy and her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
John Wallisch, 664 N. Quentin, Palatine, 
have found out. 


Her first year Cindy was in the hospi- 


tal as often as out, Mrs. Wallisch said. 
When Cindy was 2% months old she 
weighed five pounds. "But Cindy being 
just a baby we really didn't worry about 
the future," she said. "We were just wor- 
ried about the present." 


Cindy's disease was not diagnosed until 


she was three. But for the next two years 
the Wallisch's could get no therapy for 
her. "Michael Reese had a year's wait- 
ing list for cerebral palsy therapy," Mrs. 
Wallisch said, "and Cook County had a 
two-year waiting list." 


Finally Cindy was accepted at the Re- 


habilitation Institute of Chicago, where 
she was taught to walk when she was 
five. The institute had never before ac- 
cepted children for rehabilitation. Three 
years later the institute did open a chil- 
dren's clinic. 


Cindy then went to a clinic in Hinsdale 


which fitted her for braces. This year, 
thanks to a physical therapist who is 
helping Cindy (and wishes to remain 
anonymous), the Wallisch's discovered 
the braces are wrong for Cindy, and are 
hurting her rehabilitation. 


NOW THE Wallisch's are awaiting 


word from the Rehabilitation Institute as 
to when Cindy can come back and get 
new equipment. Cindy will probably have 
to stay at the institute for a while, be- 
cause she will have to learn to walk all 
over again. 


The therapist says it's late, but Cindy 


can probably still be helped. Cindy is 
just entering the big growth years — 12- 
16. 


Cindy is now a student at Hunting 


Ridge School in the educable mentally 
handicap (EMH) program. Cindy receiv- 
es therapy, Mrs. Wallisch said, but not 
as often as she should. The one therapist 
in Dist. 15 can only see each child for 
about 15 minutes a week. 


Cindy is now getting ready for swim- 


ming lessons a volunteer is going to give 
her. The Wallisch's, in fact, have no 
shortage of volunteers. 


A short time ago a friend put an ad in 


The Palatine Herald asking for volun- 
teers to help Cindy learn to walk. Sev- 
enty-five responded, Mrs. Wallisch said, 
ranging from 12-year-old kids to mothers 
with eight children. The therapist has of- 
fered to train these volunteers. 


BUT UNTIL Cindy goes back to the 


Rehabilitation Institute, the volunteers 
can't be used. "I'm afraid I might lose 
my 'pretty people'," Mrs. Wallisch said. . 


But Mrs. Wallisch has an even greater- 


fear, a fear that cerebral palsied chil-- 
dren less fortunate than Cindy aren't re-, 
ceiving any treatment. 


"We're not rich, but we're not poor, 


either. I just don't know what the poor 
can do with these kids. Do they just sit; 
with them?" she said. 


Mrs. Wallisch said one ten-minute visit 


to a therapist cost them $80. "When we 
first had Cindy, my husband had to sell 
his car to pay the bills. But then he had 
no way to get to work and earn any mon- 
ey, so finally he started selling cars so 
he could get a car." 


Wallisch is now a policeman in the 


Northwest suburbs, and a policeman's 
salary doesn't allow them to get the '. 
treatment for Cindy they would like to, 
Mrs. Wallisch said. 
: 


NOW THAT SCHOOL is out, Cindy will 


probably spend a lot of time outdoors. 
She loves wild animals, and she will be 
swimming. Cindy also loves art, and 
says she would like to become an artist. 
From what she says, what she's done, 
it's apparent she .will succeed.

Four exits must be installed in the bal- 


cony of the Fremd High School gym be- 
fore the school will comply with the Illi- 
nois Life Safety Code for schools. 


High School Dist. 211 board membes 


learned last week an estimated $146,000 
will be needed to put the 10-year-old 
building in total compliance with the 
code. The four stairwells will cost about 
$52,000. 


"These codes are some of the toughest 


in the nation," Frank LaRocca, of Fitch, 
LaRocca, Carrington and Jones archi- 
tectural firm, told the board. 


LaRocca conducted the life safety sur- 


vey at Fremd. His firm designed the 
school and its two additions. 


MOST OF THE non-compliance items 


listed in the survey apply to fire safety. 
The state code now requires stairwells 
used as fire exits to empty outside or 
into a fire-safe area. 


"I would say Fremd is a relatively 


safe school. The cafeteria and the gym 
do bother me a little because of the large 
number of people who gather there peri- 
odically," LaRocca said. 


However, he said the Life Safety Codes 


tend to be rather strict: "They are also 
enforced well. The board may not have 
to, construct stairs leading to the outside, 
but I don't think you can get away with- 
out putting in some stairwells in the 
gym," he said. 


Strict enforcement has been attributed 


to the Dec. 1, 1958, fire at Our Lady of 
the Angels School in Chicago, LaRocca 


said. 


Board Pres. Robert Creek asked if the 


board could negotiate with county and 
state officials who enforce the codes: "I 
don't see why we have to put in four 
stairs when we have a policy and know 
we won't have more people in the balco- 
ny than we pesently have bleachers for." 


THE NUMBER OF exits required in 


school rooms is based on square foot size 
of the room, not occupancy, according to 
LaRocca. 


The board accepted the life safety sur- 


vey for Fremd and will negotiate for less 
expensive alternatives 
this summer. 


Money for life safety repairs is obtained 
through a special levy. Repairs at Fremd 
will begin next spring. 


Other repairs will include replacement 


of incinerator and boiler controls, heat 
detectors, enclosing corridors to make 
them fire resistive, fire-proofing the li- 
brary to meet flame spread require- 
ments and installation of more emergen- 
cy lights, alarms and extinguishers.

FBL> Police Raid Bookmaking Parlors

FBI agents and Des Plaines police 


raided a Des Plaines house Tuesday af- 
ternoon as part of a simultaneous crack- 
down on seven alleged gambling oper- 
ations in six North and Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


Armed with federal warrants four FBI 


agents, assisted by Des Plaines Det. 
Robert Zeimet, searched the residence of 
Fred E. "Rock" Aldridge, 362 Rand Rd. 


Zeimet, who disclosed the raid yester- 


day, 
said the agents had warrants to 


search the home, and to search Aldridge 
and Aldridge's stepson Anthony Rochetti, 
24, of 1120 Wheeling Rd., Mount Pros- 
pect. 


The detective said when he and the 


agents entered the white-frame home 
just north of Wolf Road, Rochetti was 
seated in the kitchen, near a telephone. 
In front of Rochetti, Zeimet said, were 
numerous betting slips and other betting 
paraphernalia. 


ZEIMET SAID that while the agents 


were searching the home, several phone 
calls were received, which were an- 
swered by the agents. "In one hour," 
Zeimet added, "$400 to $500 in bets were 
called in and written down by the 
agents." 


Aldridge reportedly was not at home 


during the raid. Zeimet said the agents 
confiscated numerous betting slips, ad- 
dress books, miscellaneous betting para- 
phernalia and ripped two phones out of 
the wall. 


The raid on the Des Plaines home was 


only one phase of simultaneous raids in 
other suburbs, according to a spokesman 
for the FBI. He said other raids were 
staged in Highland Park, Waukegan, An- 
tioch, Highwood and Mundelein. 


The federal search warrants were is- 


sued Monday by U.S. Magistrate Olga 
Jurco after the FBI'presented an affida- 


vit for search warrants, explaining the 
background investigation. 


In the sworn affidavit, the FBI pre- 


sented a list of six names, alleging that 
the men, "have been and are now con- 
ducting; 
financing, 
managing, super- 


vising and directing all or part of an ille- 
gal gambling business which has a gross 
revenue of at least $2,000 a day in any 
single day . ." 


IN ADDITION TO Rochetti, the men 


listed 
included 
Ferdinando Ladurini, 


Sam Crime Jr., Richard Barlow, Jack A. 
O'Brien, and Wrightman. Also named 
was a man known only at that time as 
"Rocky" who the FBI said was known to 
be Rochetti's father. 


The FBI said in the affidavit it gained 


the information on the alleged gambling 
activity through a telephone wiretap, 
which was authorized by Edwin A. Rob- 
son, chief U.S. district judge, Northern 
District on June 14. 


"On the basis of those interceptions," 


the FBI said in its affidavit, "it was dis- 
closed that those six are utilizing these 
telephones in the operation of a sophis- 
ticated illegal gambling business . .." 


The FBI said that in conversations 


monitored between June 16 to June 26, 
"Ladurini placed 37 calls to and from 
Rochetti," at the telephone listed in Al- 
dridge's name at the Rand Road ad- 
dress. 


"Ladurini made and accepted 'layoff 


wagers on horse race events with Antho- 
ny Rochetti that totaled several hundred 
dollars a day. Also Rochetti continually 
referred to another 'out' he was laying 
off wagers to," the affidavit alleged. 


ACCORDING TO the affidavit, a call 


between Rochetti and Ladurini was inter- 
cepted June 26 in which the men "re- 
viewed the previous day's business and 
agreed on a figure." The FBI further al- 
leged that during two other calls the 


same day, the two men exchanged sev- 
eral hundred dollars in wagers. 


The affidavit charged the men were 


operating in violation of Title 18 of the 
U.S. Code, Section 1955, the Illegal Gam- 
bling Business Statute, and with the in- 
tent to violate the gambling laws of the 
State of Illinois. 


None of the men, however, was ar- 


rested on any gambling charges, state or 
federal. 


Michael King, attorney for the Justice 


Department's 
organized crime strike 


force, said the possession of the mate- 
rials found in the raids "is not in viola- 
tion of federal laws, unless it can be 
proved they were being used to place wa- 
gers across state lines." 


King also noted that the state does not 


allow wiretapping, so the search war- 
rants, gained on evidence from wiretap- 
ping, would not be admissible in a state 
court. 


"The information gained can be used 


as an investigative tool," King said. He 
added the evidence would be turned over 
to a federal grand jury which would re- 
turn federal indictments at a later date. 


King said violation of the federal law 


carries a maximum punishment of a fine 
of not more than $20,000 or five years, or 
both.

long time and seen many changes,', but 
automation is what it's all about. That's 
progress and I'm all for it," he said. ,* 


It takes the computers, two IBM ma- 


chines rented from a race track equip- 
ment specialty company named Ameri- 
can Totalizator and only 10 seconds, to 
figure the paying price of a horse, com- 
pared to the two and one-half minutes it 
took men with an affinity for mathemat- 
ics under the manual system. 


"It's amazing that's all I can say," 


said McNamara, who explained the com- 
puters also record every bet for each, of 
the daily nine race and puts the bets,into 
proper nominations within a few seconds. 


And as the race is in progress, the 


computers update the value of each 
horse every 60 seconds according to 'the 
number of $2, $5, $10 and $50 bets 'fans 
entrusted in the horse's ability. 


Being the first such operation in the 


Chicago area, with other 
comput'ers 


being used in but a few select tracks 
across the nation, "their purpose Is' to 
get the price out fast, accurately and 
responsibly," McNamara said. 


THE COMPUTERS ARE only one of 


several innovations the track has seen in 
the last few years, such as the silvery 
pneumatic tubes resembling heat ducts 
and stretching from each cashier to a 
lower level security room, and elimi- 
nates the need for any guard tcans- 
porting money in the grandstand. 


Where it used to take a good deal of 


sharpened pencils to figure out where 
the money, and how much money,' is 
going . . . the electronic age has cut Jhe 
process down to seconds. 


Now, the computer system quickly .and 


accurately cranks out a daily statistics 
sheet which keeps employes and the inu- 
tuel department abreast of facts .like 
$34,568,467 has been taken in at the track 
since it opened in May, an average of 
$1.3 million a day. 


It also shows attendance is up this 


year, with 340,572 people passing through 
the turnstyles to date.

STEILEN'S DESK shares a small 


room in the village hall with about eight 
others and the cramped quarters make it 
physically impossible to jam in one addi- 
tional piece of equipment. "I don't know 
where we would put any extra people in 
this room," he said. 


There is some talk about a village hall 


and if "the building departments are go- 
ing to serve the community well, they 
must grow with the village," 
said 


Trustee Evert when asked if there are 
plans to add additional full-time person- 
nel to the department. 


Steilen still holds a carpenters card. 


He began his building career as a car- 
penter, progressing to carpentry fore- 
man, 
superintendent, general construc-

Four-Month Commuter's Headache Starts On Kennedy 


by TOM WELLMAN 


A four-month commuter's headache 


will begin at 10 a.m. Tuesday for motor- 
ists from the Northwest suburbs who use 
the Kennedy Expressway. 


Officials of the Illinois Department of 


Public Works and Buildings announced 
yesterday a four-stage, $15.7 million re- 
surfacing project which will close two 
lanes of the expressway at a time until 
Oct. 22. 


The resurfacing project will cover the 


entire Kennedy Expressway from Man- 
nheim Road to the Eisenhower Ex- 


pressway in the Loop. At the same time, 
reconstruction work and improvements 
will begin on the local lane portion of the 
Dan Ryan Expressway to 65th Street. 


Northwest suburban motorists trav- 


eling into Chicago from the Northwest 
Tollway will be channeled into one lane 
of traffic just beyond East River Road. 


At Foster Avenue, they will be directed 


across a temporary crossover into one of 
the four lanes normally reserved for 
northbound traffic. 


At Montrose Avenue the motorists will 


enter the Kennedy's two reversible ex- 


press lanes, which will direct them to 
Chicago's Loop. There win be no exits 
available for Northwest suburban motor- 
ists between the Northwest Tollway and 
the Loop. 


Local traffic will enter at East River 


Road from the Kennedy Expressway 
from the airport, at Foster and at the 
Edens Expressway junction. However, 
that traffic will be kept in the outside 
southbound lane, while construction work 
proceeds on the two inside southbound 
lanes. 


"We expect tremendous problems in 


traffic movement and control, unless mo- 
torists can assist us by staying off the 
roads, or if they must travel by ex- 
pressways, to exercise the utmost pa- 
tience and cooperation," said William F. 
Cellini, director of Illinois Department of 
Public Works and Buildings. 


"I strongly urge commuters to use oth- 


er forms of transportation, such as the 
CTA, commuter railroads and buses, or 
to find their own best alternate routes to 
and from work during the period," he 
said. 


About 225,000 cars use the expressway 


every day, he said, and added that "we'll 
still have traffic problems" even if only 
half of that number use the Kennedy Ex- 
pressway during the construction period. 


Speed limits will be reduced to 45 


m.p.h. during construction, and the num- 
ber of emergency patrol vehicles in use 
to clear traffic "hot spots" will be 
doubled. 


Trucks and buses will be permitted to 


use the local lanes on the Kennedy, but 
they will not be permitted to enter the

Cindy Walks-With Crutches 
She Battles Effects 
Of Cerebral Palsy 


12.YEAR-OLD Cindy Wallisch and 
her mother both have a lot to smile 
about — Cindy has com* a long way 
since cerebral palsy struck her at 


birth. Cindy is waiting — and work- 
ing — for the day when she will no 
longer need the crutches.

Until she was five, Cindy Wallisch nev- 


er even sat up. Cindy is twelve now, and 
the cerebral palsy she was born with al- 
lows her to walk only with the aid of 
crutches. 


There is no feeling sorry for her — her 


sisters poke fun at her boyfriend, the dog 
nestles up against her and she shows you 
the present she made her mother in Girl 
Scouts. 


But you can't help notice the bruise on 


Cindy's arm from where she fell on her 
crutches. It happens often, her mother 
explains, but Cindy knows she has to 
shake it off and get up. 


Cerebral palsy — or paralysis — is 


usually caused by a breakdown of brain 
motor tissue from an injury at birth. 
Mental capacity is usually not affected, 
but learning can be slowed due to physi- 
cal deficiencies, such as poor speech and 
sight. 


REHABILITATION for cerebral pal- 


sied children is possible by reeducating 
other parts of the brain to take over 
functions of the damaged parts. It is a 
long, difficult and expensive process, as 
Cindy and her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
John Wallisch, 664 N. Quentin, Palatine, 
have found out. 


Her first year Cindy was in the hospi- 


tal as often as out, Mrs. Wallisch said. 
When Cindy was 2% months old she 
weighed five pounds. "But Cindy being 
just a baby we really didn't worry about 
the future," she said. "We were just wor- 
ried about the present." 


Cindy's disease was not diagnosed until 


she was three. But for the next two years 
the Wallisch's could get no therapy for 
her. "Michael Reese had a year's wait- 
ing list for cerebral palsy therapy," Mrs. 
Wallisch said, "and Cook County had a 
two-year waiting list." 


Finally Cindy was accepted at the Re- 


habilitation Institute of Chicago, where 
she was taught to walk when she was 
five. The institute had never before ac- 
cepted children for rehabilitation. Three 
years later the institute did open a chil- 
dren's clinic. 


Cindy then went to a clinic in Hinsdale 


which fitted her for braces. This year, 
thanks to a physical therapist who is 
helping Cindy (and wishes to remain 
anonymous), the Wallisch's discovered 
the braces are wrong for Cindy, and are 
hurting her rehabilitation: 


NOW THE Wallisch's are awaiting 


word from the Rehabilitation Institute as 
to when Cindy can come back and get 
new equipment. Cindy will probably have 
to stay at the institute for a while, be- 
cause she will have to learn to walk all 
over again. 


The therapist says it's late, but Cindy 


can probably still be helped. Cindy is 
just entering the big growth years — 11- 
16. 


Cindy is now a student at Hunting 


Ridge School in the educable mentally 
handicap (EMH) program. Cindy receiv- 
es therapy, Mrs. Wallisch said, but not 
as often as she should. The one therapist 
in Dist. 15 can only see each child for 
about 15 minutes a week. 


Cindy is now getting ready for swim- 


ming lessons a volunteer is going to give 
her. The Wallisch's, in fact, have no 
shortage of volunteers. 


A short time ago a friend put an ad in 


The Palatine Herald asking for volun- 
teers to help Cindy learn to walk. Sev- 
enty-five responded, Mrs. Wallisch said, 
ranging from 12-year-old kids to mothers 
with eight children. The therapist has of- 
fered to train these volunteers. 


BUT UNTIL Cindy goes back to the 


Rehabilitation Institute, the volunteers 
can't be used. "I'm afraid I might lose 
my 'pretty people'," Mrs. Wallisch said. 


But Mrs. Wallisch has an even greater 


fear, a fear that cerebral palsied chij- 
dren less fortunate than Cindy aren't re- 
ceiving any treatment. 
' 


"We're not rich, but we're not poof, 


either. I just don't know what the poor 
can do with these kids. Do they just sit 
with them?" she said. 


Mrs. Wallisch said one ten-minute visit 


to a therapist cost them $80. "When we 
first had Cindy, my husband had to sell 
his car to pay the bills. But then he had 
no way to get to work and earn any mon- 
ey, so finally he started selling cars so 
he could get a car." 


Wallisch is now a policeman in the. 


Northwest suburbs, and a policeman's* 
salary doesn't allow them to get the 
treatment for Cindy they would like to, 
Mrs. Wallisch said. 


NOW THAT SCHOOL is out, Cindy will 


probably spend a lot of time outdoors. 
She loves wild animals, and she will be 
swimming. Cindy also loves art, and 
says she would like to become an artist. 
From what she says, what she's done,. 
It's apparent she will succeed.

Triggers Electronic Computers 
'They're Off Starts Many Actions

"And they're off-" 
Each time the thoroughbreds at Arling- 


ton Park Race Track hear caller Phil 
Georgeff shriek those words signalling 
the beginning of the race, another call, 
an electronic call, is set off in the heart 
of the grandstands where another race is 


run at a pace which would make the 
head of the fastest horse spin. 


Buried deep in the grandstands, a 


team of men hi a small room gear up for 
each race, throwing the switch which ac- 
tivates thousands of dollars worth of 
computer equipment to figure odds, re- 
sults and money earned faster than the 


most weathered trackster. 


Being used for the first time in the 


track's history, is a computerized system 
of taking bets, keeping track of them and 
performing countless other functions 
which has streamlined Chicago Thor- 
oughbred Enterprises' (CTE) operation 
in terms of manpower and efficiency. 


Fremd Gym Must Have Four Balcony Exits 


Four exits must be installed in the bal- 


cony of the Fremd High School gym be- 
fore the school will comply with the Illi- 
nois Life Safety Code for schools. 


High School Dist. 211 board membes 


learned last week an estimated $146,000 
will be needed to put the 10-year-old 
building in total compliance with the 
code. The four stairwells will cost about 
$52,000. 


"These codes are some of the toughest 


in the nation," Frank LaRocca, of Fitch, 
LaRocca, Carrington and Jones archi- 
tectural firm, told the board. 


LaRocca conducted the life safety sur- 


vey at Fremd. His firm designed the 
school and its two additions. 


MOST OF THE non-compliance items 


listed in the survey apply to fire safety. 
The state code now requires stairwells 
used as fire exits to empty outside or 
into a fire-safe area. 


"I would say Fremd is a relatively 


safe school. The cafeteria and the gym 
do bother me a little because of the large 
number of people who gather there peri- 
odically," LaRocca said. 


However, he said the Life Safety Codes 


tend to be rather strict: "They are also 
enforced well. The board may not have 
to construct stairs leading to the outside, 
but I don't think you can get away with- 
out putting in some stairwells in the 
gym," he said. 


Strict enforcement has been attributed 


to the Dec. 1, 1958, fire at Our Lady of 
the Angels School in Chicago, LaRocca 


said. 


Board Pres. Robert Creek asked if the 


board could negotiate with county and 
state officials who enforce the codes: "I 
don't see why,we have to put in four 
stairs when we have a policy and know 
we won't have more people in the balco- 
ny than we pesently have bleachers for." 


THE NUMBER OF exits required in 


school rooms is based on square foot size 
of the room, not occupancy, according to 
LaRpccas, 


The board accepted the life safety sur- 


vey for Fremd and will negotiate for less 
expensive alternatives this summer.

FBI, Police Raid Bookmaking Parlors 


The man behind the electronic brain is 


George McNamara, the track's mutuel 
manager and a seasoned veteran of Ar- 
lington Park. 


"I'VE BEEN AROUND the track for a 


long time and seen many changes, but 
automation is what it's all about. That's 
progress and I'm all for it," he said. 


It takes the computers, two IBM ma- 


chines rented from a race track equip- 
ment specialty company named Ameri- 
can Totalizator and only 10 seconds to 
figure the paying price of a horse, com- 
pared to the two and one-half minutes it 
took men with an affinity for mathemat- 
ics under the manual system. 


"It's amazing that's all I can say," 


said McNamara, who explained the com- 
puters also record every bet for each of 
the daily nine race and puts the bets into 
proper nominations within a few seconds. 


And as the race is in progress, the 


computers update the value of each 
horse every 60 seconds according to the 
number of $2, $5, $10 and $50 bets fans 
entrusted in the horse's ability. 


Being 'the first such operation in the 


Chicago area, with other computers 
being used in but a few select tracks 
across the nation, "their purpose is to 
get the pnce out fast, accurately and 
responsibly," McNamara said. 


THE COMPUTERS ARE only one of 


several innovations the track has seen in 
the last few years, such as the silvery 
pneumatic tubes resembling heat ducts 
and stretching from each cashier to a 
lower level security room, and elimi- 
nates the need for any guard trans- 
porting money in the grandstand. 


Where it used to take a good deal of

FBI agents and Des Plaines police

Zeimet, who disclosed the raid yester- 


day, said the agents had warrants to 
search the home, and to search Aldridge 
and Aldridge's stepson Anthony Rochetti, 
24, of 1120 Wheeling Rd., Mount Pros- 
pect. 


The detective said when he and the 


agents entered the white-frame home 
just north of Wolf Road, Rochetti was 
seated in the kitchen, near a telephone. 
In front of Rochetti, Zeimet said, were 
numerous betting slips and other betting 
paraphernalia. 


ZEIMET SAID that while the agents 


were searching the home, several phone 
calls were received, which were an- 
swered by the agents. "In one hour," 
Zeimet added, "$400 to $500 in bets were 
called in and written down by the 
agents." 


Aldridge reportedly was not at home 


during the raid. Zeimet said the agents 
confiscated numerous betting slips, ad- 
dress books, miscellaneous betting para- 
phernalia and ripped two phones out of 
the wall. 


The raid on the Des Plaines home was 


only one phase of simultaneous raids in 
other suburbs, according to a spokesman 
for the FBI. He said other raids were 
staged in Highland Park, Waukegan, An- 
tioch, Highwood and Mundelein. 


The federal search warrants were is- 


sued Monday by U.S. Magistrate Olga 
Jurco after the FBI presented an affida- 


vit for search warrants, explaining the 
background investigation. 


In the sworn affidavit, the FBI pre- 


sented a list of six names, alleging that 
the men, "have been and are now con- 
ducting, financing, managing, super- 
vising and directing all or part of an ille- 
gal gambling business which has a gross 
revenue of at least $2,000 a day in any 
single day ..." 


IN ADDITION TO Rochetti, the men 


listed included Ferdinando Ladurini, 
Sam Crimo Jr., Richard Barlow, Jack A. 
O'Brien, and Wrightman. Also named 
was a man known only at that time as 
"Rocky" who the FBI said was known to 
be Rochetti's father. 


The FBI said in the affidavit it gained 


the information on the alleged gambling 
activity through a telephone wiretap, 
which was authorized by Edwin A. Rob- 
son, chief U.S. district judge, Northern 
District on June 14. 


"On the basis of those interceptions," 


the FBI said in its affidavit, "it was dis- 
closed that those six are utilizing these 
telephones in the operation of a sophis- 
ticated illegal gambling business . .." 


The FBI said that in conversations 


monitored between June 16 to June 26, 
"Ladurini placed 37 calls to and from 
Rochetti," at the telephone listed in Al- 
dridge's name at the Rand Road ad- 
dress. 


"Ladurini made and accepted 'layoff 


wagers on horse' race events with Antho- 
ny Rochetti that totaled several hundred 
dollars a day. Also Rochetti continually 
referred to another 'out' he was laying 
off wagers to," the affidavit alleged. 


ACCORDING TO the affidavit, a call 


between Rochetti and Ladurini was inter- 
cepted June 26 in which the men "re- 
viewed the previous day's business and 
agreed on a figure." The FBI further al- 
leged that during two other calls the 


same day, the two men exchanged sev- 
eral hundred dollars in wagers. 


The affidavit charged the men were 


operating in violation of Title 18 of the 
U.S. Code, Section 1955, the Illegal Gam- 
bling Business Statute, and with the in- 
tent to violate the gambling laws of the 
State of Illinois. 


None of the men, however, was ar- 


rested on any gambling charges, state or 
federal. 


Michael King, attorney for the Justice 


Department's organized crime strike 
force, said the possession of the mate- 
rials found in the raids "is not in viola- 
tion of federal laws, unless it can be 
proved they were being used to place wa- 
gers across state lines." 


King also noted that the state does not 


allow wiretapping, so the search war- 
rants, gained on evidence from wiretap- 
ping, would not be admissible in a state 
court. 


"The information gained can be used 


as an investigative tool," King said. He 
added the evidence would be turned over 
to a federal grand jury which would re- 
turn federal indictments at a later date. 


King said violation of the federal law 


carries a maximum punishment of a fine 
of not more than $20,000 or five years, or 
both.

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Four-Month Commuter's Headache Starts On Kennedy

A four-month commuter's headache 


will begin at 10 a.m. Tuesday for motor- 
ists from the Northwest suburbs who use 
the Kennedy Expressway. 


Officials of the Illinois Department of 


Public Works and Buildings announced 
yesterday a four-stage, $15.7 million re- 
surfacing project which will close two 
lanes of the expressway at a time until 
Oct. 22. 


The resurfacing project will cover the 


entire Kennedy Expressway from Mann- 
heim R o a d to the Eisenhower Ex- 


pressway in the Loop. At the same time, 
reconstruction work and improvements 
will begin on the local lane portion of the 
Dan Ryan Expressway to 65th Street. 


Northwest suburban motorists trav- 


eling into Chicago from the Northwest 
Tollway will be channeled into one lane 
of traffic just beyond East River Road. 


At Foster Avenue, they will be directed 


across a temporary crossover into one of 
the four lanes normally reserved for 
northbound traffic. 


At Montrose Avenue the motorists will 


enter the Kennedy's two reversible ex- 


press lanes, which will direct them to 
Chicago's Loop. There will be no exits 
available for Northwest suburban motor- 
ists between the Northwest Tollway and 
the Loop. 


Local traffic will enter at East River 


Road from the Kennedy Expressway 
from the airport, at Foster and at the 
Edens Expressway junction. However, 
that traffic will be kept in the outside 
southbound lane, while construction work 
proceeds on the two inside southbound 


• lanes. 


"We expect tremendous problems in 


traffic movement and control, unless mo- 
torists can assist us by staying off the 
roads, or if they must travel by ex- 
pressways, to exercise the utmost pa- 
tience and cooperation," said William F. 
Cellini, director of Illinois Department of 
Public Works and Buildings. 


"I strongly urge commuters to use oth- 


er forms of transportation, such as the 
CTA, commuter railroads and busts, or 
to find their own best alternate routes to 
and from work during the period," he 


About 225,000 cars use the expressway 


every day, he said, and added that "we'll 
still have traffic problems" even if only 
half of that number use the Kennedy Ex- 
pressway during the construction period. 


Speed limits will be reduced to 45 


m.p.h. during construction, and the num- 
ber of emergency patrol vehicles in use 
to clear traffic "hot spots" will be 
doubled.

Four-Month Commuter's Headache Starts On Kennedy 


by TOM WELLMAN 


A four-month commuter's headache 


will begin at 10 a.m. Tuesday for motor- 
ists from the Northwest suburbs who use 
the Kennedy Expressway. 


Officials of the Illinois Department of 


Public Works and Buildings announced 
yesterday a four-stage, $15.7 million re- 
surfacing project which will close two 
lanes of the expressway at a time until 
Oct. 22. 


The resurfacing project wiU cover the 


entire Kennedy Expressway from Mann- 
heim Road to the Eisenhower Ex- 


pressway in the Loop. At the same time, 
reconstruction work and improvements 
will begin on the local lane portion of the 
Dan Ryan Expressway to 65th Street. 


Northwest suburban motorists trav- 


eling into Chicago from the Northwest 
Tollway will be channeled into one lane 
of traffic just beyond East River Road. 


At Foster Avenue, they will be directed 


across a temporary crossover into one of 
the four lanes normally reserved for 
northbound traffic. 


At Montrose Avenue the motorists will 


enter the Kennedy's two reversible ex- 


press lanes, which will direct them to 
Chicago's Loop. There will be no exits 
available for Northwest suburban motor- 
ists between the Northwest Tollway and 
the Loop. 


Local traffic will enter at East River 


-Road from the Kennedy Expressway 
from the airport, at Foster and at the 
Edens Expressway junction. However, 
that traffic will be kept in the outside 
southbound lane, while construction work 
proceeds on the two inside southbound 
lanes. 


"We expect tremendous problems in 


traffic movement and control, unless mo- 
torists can assist us by staying off the 
roads, or if they must travel by ex- 
pressways, to exercise the utmost pa- 
tience and cooperation," said William F. 
Cellini, director of Illinois Department of 
Public Works and Buildings. 


"I strongly urge commuters to use oth- 


er forms of transportation, such as the 
CTA, commuter railroads and buses, or 
to find their own best alternate routes to 
and from work during the period," he 
said. 


About 225,000 cars use the expressway

every day, he said, and added that "we'll 
still have traffic problems", even if only 
half of that number use the Kennedy Ex- 
pressway during the construction period. 


Speed limits will be reduced to 45 


m.p.h. during construction, and the num- 
ber of emergency patrol vehicles in use 
to clear traffic "hot spots" will be 
doubled. 


Trucks and buses will be permitted to 


use the local lanes on the Kennedy, but 
they will not be permitted to enter the

Was Harwood? s Contribution 


(Today Winston Harwood officially re- 


tires from the post of superintendent of 
River Trails Dist. 26. He has headed the 
district for eight years. He has been in 
the education field more than 30. In a 
series of interviews recently, he talked 
about his years in education and some of 
his views on teaching. The first of two 
articles appears today.)

Looking back over his eight years with 


Dist. 26, Supt. Winston Harwood said his 
greatest contribution was "establishing a 
sound, eager and professional staff. 


"We had to find capable people under 


adverse conditions (a tight job market)," 
said Harwood. "I believe the key to edu- 
cation is putting a skilled teacher in a 
classroom with the fewest number of 
children possible." 


Harwood's opinions about education re- 


flect his philosophy, of success. He be- 
lieves, "You are only successful to the 
degree that you have been able to con- 
tribute something to other people's hope 
for achievement." 


Harwood was a teacher and principal 


for almost 30 years before he became 
Dist. 26 superintendent. His career in 
education began almost as an accident. 


"When I was in high school I always 


had the idea that I would like law. In 
1929, I entered the University of Illinois

and began pre-law studies. Three years 
later the depression came, and what 
little money I had was wiped out." 


"I got a job for my room and board 


and decided to go back to school and 
switch to education. I crammed all my 
education courses into one year and re- 
ceived my degree in 1933," said Har- 
wood. "In those days the question was 
not what do I want to do, but where can I 
find a job. Once I got into education, 
though, I liked it." 


HARWOOD'S FIRST job in education 


was in a town in central Illinois teaching 
a fifth grade class and directing the 
grade school athletic program. "I earned

District To Employ 
Eight Fewer Custodians 


Elk 
Grove Township Elementary 


School Dist. 59 will employ the equivelent 
of eight fewer full-time custodians next 
year to clean the school buildings. 


As a result, the district w'll have 2.6 


custodians for each of the 20 buildings 
and "it will mean shabbier buildings," 
Supt. James Erviti told members of the 
board at a budget committee meeting 
Tuesday night. 


Part-time custodians and part-time 


maintenance men who are mainly em- 
ployed during the summer to help get the 
buildings ready for the opening of school, 
have been eliminated entirely from the 
budget, Erviti sa'd. 


Schools will not be painted this year, 


either inside or outside, he added. 


The building fund budget presented to 


the budget committee totals about 
$165,000 less than the preliminary budget 
presented to the board in April. 


Erviti reported the district will save 


approximately $21,000 in custodial over- 
time because of the decision last week to 
close the schools to all but school-spon- 
sored activities. 


He said the cuts in the building fund 


are not likely to be restored during the 
coming year, because very little money 
will become available. 


NO STATE aid is received for building 


fund budgets, he said, and "the only 
source of money for this fund is local tax 
effort." 
: 


Even if the Circuit Court ruling on cor- 


porate personal property tax is over- 
turned, he said, only about $15,000 more 
would be available for the building fund.- 


Many other problems would remain in 


the building fund, he said. "There is les$ 
likelihood of happy surprises in this fund 
than in the education fund."

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FBI, Police Raid Bookmaking Parlors

FBI agents and Des Plaines police 


raided a Des Plaines house Tuesday af- 
ternoon as part of a simultaneous crack- 
down on seven alleged gambling oper- 
ations in six North and Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


Armed with federal warrants four FBI 


agents, assisted by Des Plaines Del. 
Robert Zeimet, searched the residence of 
Fred E. "Rock" Aldridge, 362 Rand Rd. 


Zeimet, who disclosed the raid yester- 


day, said the agents had warrants to 
search the home, and to search Aldridge 
and Aldridge's stepson Anthony Rochetti, 
24, of 1120 Wheeling Rd., Mount Pros- 
pect. 


The detective said when he and the 


agents entered the white-frame home 
just north of Wolf Road, Rochetti was 
seated in the kitchen, near a telephone. 
In front of Rochetti, Zeimet said, were 
numerous betting slips and other betting 
paraphernalia. 


ZEIMET SAID that while the agents 


were searching the home, several phone 
calls were received, which were an- 
swered by the agents. "In one hour," 
Zeimet added, "$400 to $500 in bets were 
called in and written down by the 
agents." 


Aldridge reportedly was not at home 


during the raid. Zeimet said the agents 
confiscated numerous betting slips, ad- 
dress books, miscellaneous betting para- 
phernalia and ripped two phones out of 
the wall. 


The raid on the Des Plaines home was 


only one phase of simultaneous raids in 
other suburbs,,according to a spokesman 
for the FBI. He said other raids were 


staged in Highland Park, Waukegan, An- 
tioch, Highwood and Mundelein. 


The federal search warrants were is- 


sued Monday by U.S. Magistrate Olga 
Jurco after the FBI presented an affida- 
vit for search warrants, explaining the 
background investigation. 


In the sworn affidavit, the FBI pre- 


sented a list of six names, alleging that 
the men, "have been and are now con- 
ducting, financing, managing, super- 
vising and directing all or part of an ille- 
gal gambling business which has a gross 
revenue of at least $2,000 a day in any 
single day..." 


IN ADDITION TO Rochetti, the men 


listed included Ferdinando Ladurini, 
Sam Crimo Jr., Richard Barlow, Jack A. 
O'Brien, and Wrightman. Also named 
was a man known only at that time as 
"Rocky" who the FBI said was known to 
be Rochetti's father. 


The FBI said in the affidavit it gained 


the information on the alleged gambling 
activity through a telephone wiretap, 
which was authorized by Edwin A. Rob- 
son, chief U.S. district judge, Northern 
District on June 14. 


"On the basis of those interceptions," 


the FBI said in its affidavit, "it was dis- 
closed that those six are utilizing these 
telephones in the operation of a sophis- 
ticated illegal gambling business . .." 


The FBI said that in conversations 


monitored between June 16 to June 26, 
"Ladurini placed 37 calls to and from 
Rochetti," at the telephone listed in Al- 
dridge's name at the Rand Road ad- 
dress.

Michael King, attorney for the Justice

force, said the possession of the mate- 
rials found in the raids "is not in viola- 
tion of federal laws, unless it can be 
proved they were being used to place wa- 
gers across state lines." 


King also noted that the state does .not 


allow wiretapping, so the search war- 
rants, gained on evidence from wiretap- 
ping, would not be admissible in a state 
court. 


"The information gained can be used 


as an investigative tool," King said..He 
added the evidence would be turned over 
to a federal grand jury which would're- 
turn federal indictments at a later date. 


King said violation of the federal law 


carries a maximum punishment of a fine 
of not more than $20,000 or five years, or 
both.

CONCERNING THE latest techniques 


such as "team teaching" and schools di- 
rected by private companies, Harwood 
said, "education is like a pendulum. It 
swings from extremes." 


"I've watched so many things come 


and go. But after they are tried for 
awhile, you always come back to the po- 
sition that there is no better methed of 
teaching than having an individual who 
is truly skilled," said Harwood. He de- 
fined a skilled teacher as someone who 
"absolutely knows the subject matter 
and who knows the technique of teach- 
ing. This person can apply teaching to 
the individual child in the classroom and 
has the willingness to work. 


"Nothing can replace 
a top-notch 


teacher in the classroom," added Har- 
wood. 
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Four-Month Commuter's Headache Starts On Kennedy

A four-month commuter's headache 


will begin at 10 a.m. Tuesday for motor- 
ists from the Northwest suburbs who use 
the Kennedy Expressway. 


Officials of the Illinois Department of 


Public Works and Buildings announced

At the same time, 
reconstruction work and improvements 
will begin on the local lane portion of the 
Dan Ryan Expressway to 65th Street. 


Northwest suburban motorists trav- 


eling into Chicago from the Northwest 
Tollway will be channeled into one lane 
of traffic just beyond East River Road. 


At Foster Avenue, they will be directed 


across a temporary crossover into one of 
the four lanes normally reserved for 
northbound traffic. 


At Montrose Avenue the motorists will 


enter the Kennedy's two reversible ex- 


press lanes, which will direct them to 
Chicago's Loop. There will be no exits 
available for Northwest suburban motor- 
ists between the Northwest Tollway and 
the Loop. 


Local traffic will enter at East River 


Road from the Kennedy Expressway 
from the airport, at Foster and at the 
Edens Expressway junction. However, 
that traffic will be kept in the outside 
southbound lane, while construction work 
proceeds on the two inside southbound 
lanes. 


"We expect tremendous problems in 


traffic movement and control, unless mo- 
torists can assist us by staying off the 
roads, or if they must travel by ex- 
pressways, to exercise the utmost pa- 
tience and cooperation," said William F. 
Cellini, director of Illinois Department of 
Public Works and Buildings. 


"I strongly urge commuters to use oth- 


er forms of transportation, such as the 
CTA, commuter railroads and buses, or 
to find their own best alternate routes to 
and from work during the period," he 
said. 


About 225,000 cars use the expressway 


every day, he said, and added that "we'll 
still have traffic problems" even if only 
half of that number use the Kennedy Ex- 
pressway during the construction period. 


Speed limits will be reduced to 45 


m.p.h. during construction, and the num- 
ber of emergency patrol vehicles in use 
to clear traffic "hot spots" will be 
doubled. 


Trucks and buses will be permitted to 


use the local lanes on the Kennedy, but 
they will not be permitted to enter the

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Mrs. Revard Quits 
As Village Clerk 
In Protest Move 


Mrs. Betty Revard, Arlington Heights 


village clerk, announced yesterday she 
will resign as of July 31. 


She said her decision is based on her 


conviction that the village clerk's posi- 
tion should be a full-time job, which is 
now prohibited under Illinois election 
laws. 


Mrs. Revard was elected to the clerk's 


position for • four-year term as a Caucus 
Party candidate in April, 1969. The only 
Democrat to win office that year, she 
ousted incumbent Mrs. Jeanne Novotny. 


Her resignation came after a meeting 


of the village board's legal committee, 
which decided Tuesday night to make a 
recommendation to the village board 
that the post of village clerk be made an 
appointed, and therefore full-time posi- 
tion. 


She Indicated an interest in assuming 


the position if it becomes a full-time job. 


TRUSTEE Frank Palmatler, chairman 


of the legal committee, said "the village 
clerk calls for technical proficiency, and 
is not a policy making office. Therefore, 
the committee felt it should be an ap- 
pointed position, not an elected one." 


Any change in the structure of the vil- 


lage clerk position could not become ef- 
fective under law until the next village 
elections in April of 1973, however, Palm- 
atier said. 


He said such action could require a ref- 


erendum and approval of the state legis- 
lature. The committee's recommendation 
also will be sent before a citizens study 
commission which will soon be estab- 
lished to explore possible changes in the 
structure of Arlington Heights govern- 
ment. 


Mrs. Revard agreed with Palmatier, 


saying, "my experience during the last 
two years has convinced me that Arling-

ton Heights needs a full-time village 
clerk." 


Palmatier said he hoped the village 


clerk position could be eventually trans- 
formed into an administrative depart- 
ment head. Currently, the village clerk is 
responsible for conducting village and li- 
brary elections, voter registration and 
overseeing official village records. 


FOR THE LAST two years Mrs. Re- 


vard has served the village an average 
of 40 hours per month at a yearly com- 
pensation of $1,500. 


To date, no one has been named to fill 


the 18 months of her unexpired term, but 
Village President Jack Walsh said an ap- 
pointment will be made by a joint action 
of the village trustees. 


At 55, Mrs. Revard has worked for for- 


mer U.S. Sen. Mike Monroney, of Okla- 
homa, until 1965 and for 20 years in sec- 
retarial and administrative positions 
with the federal government. 


Four years ago she moved to Arlington 


Heights from Madison, Wis. She cur- 
rently resides at 706 W. Hackberry Dr., 
with her husband, Robert, and three chil- 
dren.

Legislative Power 
Of Village Grows 


by TOM ROBB 


Arlington Heights along with 55 other 


Illinois municipalities awoke this morn- 
ing with more legislative power than it 
has ever had since incorporation in 1887. 


There will be no immediate effect from 


this newly acquired power, however. Vil- 
lage life will progress as usual with no 
radical changes in store, Arlington 
Heights officials say. 


They say it will take time, a good deal 


of time, before Arlington Heights fully 
understands the unprecedented degree of 
self-determination it received from the 
home rule provision of the new Illinois 
constitution, which took effect today. 


Being a municipality with a population 


exceeding 25,000, Arlington Heights auto- 
matically became & home rule unit under 
new law, enabling the village to exercise 
broad general powers to regulate, tax, 
license and incur debt as such action 
relates specifically to Arlington Heights. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS now has a 


great deal of legislative power it was 
previously denied under the 1870 con- 
stitution, according to Village Pres. John 
Walsh. 


It is a culmination of power which 


John Woods, former mayor of Arlington 
Heights and Con-Con delegate, has 
termed, "tremendously broad and sweep- 
ing." 


But as Walsh said, "There should be 


no fear, and if anything, the concern or 
apprehension people have over home 
rule will hopefully bring about their in- 
volvement in our deliberations over the 
implementation of home rule." 


Walsh said nothing magical will hap- 


pen today as many people think. "It's all 
going to take a great deal of tune before 
we get used to having home rule and we 
must move very slowly on this matter." 


In fact, he said, "It's very likely that 


two years from now we still won't know 
the full implications of home rule." 


MANY PEOPLE, Walsh explained, 


have a gross misconception of what 
home rule means. "People must realize 
that no one, including us, is prepared to 
dive headlong into the area of levying 
more taxes and imposing new regu- 
lations, for example," he said. 


There are two factors which will re- 


strain home rule municipalities from tak- 
ing such fly-by-night action: "The eco- 
nomic laws of the land simply apply, and 
secondly, there is a great concern among 
leaders today that anything you do of a 
unique nature is destined to be chal- 


lenged in the courts of the land," Walsh 


"Home rule could very easily turn out 


to be a field day for attorneys, both of- 
fensively and defensively," he added. 


Although there are many actions Ar- 


lington Heights is now able to initiate, 
village officials have taken steps to im- 
pose only one regulation which they pre- 
viously were not allowed to do under Illi- 
nois statutes. 


Powers Under 
Home Rule Told 


As a home rule unit, Arlington Heights 


now has the same basic powers as the . 
state legislature, but is subject to the ' 
limitation of those powers by the state, 
i 


said Village Atty. Jack Siegel. 
1 


What the village cannot do includes 


levying an income or occupation tax, li- 
cense to raise revenue or provide for the 
punishment of a felony. 


This leaves Arlington Heights with the 


broad power to regulate for the protec- 
tion of public health, safety, morals and 
welfare; and to license, tax and incur 
debt. 


Siegel said other powers are: 
—To elect by referendum not to be- 


come a home rule unit. 


—To adopt, alter or repeal the form of 


village government with the approval pf 
the voters. 


—To issue special assessments in con- 


junction with Cook County or other mp- 
nicipalities. 


—To issue bonds without a referendum 


up to one per cent of the village's total 
assessed valuation. 


—To exercise more power in zoning, 


planning and granting variations, whicjh 
no longer have to be based solely on 
hardship. 


"What people are most concerned 


about is that the village is all of a sudden 
going to start levying a multiplicity of 
new taxes," Siegel said, "But they can 
relax." 


Although he said Arlington Heights is 


now legally able to levy taxes on every- 
thing from gasoline and tobacco to liquor 
and apartment rentals, there are a few 
aspects of taxation which may see 
changes. 


"We hope a suitable and equitable sub- 


stitute for property can be developed," 
Siegel said.

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1969 Murder Trial Again Continued 


The murder trial of James Helton, 18,

This is the latest of many continuances 


in the case since Helton was charged 
with the murder of Fred Taillon, 60, of 
661 N. Wilke Rd., Arlington Heights. 


A resident of Naperville, Helton has 


been held without bond at Cook County 
Jail since his arrest. 


The continuance was based on a mo- 


tion made by defense attorney Melvin 
Kamm to suppress three videotaped 
recordings containing statements Helton 
made in relation to the murder. Arling- 
ton Heights police made the recordings. 


Kamm told Judge Ryan yesterday that 


Helton's constitutional rights were vio- 
lated when he reportedly made con- 
fessions on the tapes. 


Kamm asked and was granted a hear- 


ing to determine if Helton's rights were 
violated. That hearing is set for July 20. 


KAMM HAD PREVIOUSLY filed an- 


other motion to suppress two of the tapes 
because, he said, the statements Helton 
made were contradictory. Those changes 
in his testimony resulted last April in 
freeing three other men who also had 
been charged with the murder 


Kamm's new motion to suppress came 


in light of a third tape, missing since 
December, but found last week by Ar- 
lington Heights police. That tape was to 
have been reviewed in court yesterday.

for every man, woman and child in the 
village by 1973, the Arlington Heights 
Memorial Library has passed the half- 
way mark. 


An annual report, required to be sub- 


mitted to the Illinois State Library, 
shows a per capita book ratio of 1.76 
books. The report was approved recently 
by the Arlington Heights Library board. 


When the library board asked for voter 


approval of a $500,000 book referendum in 
May, 
1969, members said they would 


work toward a two-book goal and hope- 
fully reach it by April, 1973. 


The referendum was approved and the 


library staff has been building up the col- 


lection since that time The two book per 
capita goal was the recommended stan- 
dard set by the American Library Asso- 
ciation at the time of the referendum. 


THE REPORT, which covers the fiscal 


year of May 1, 1970, to April 30, 1971, 
indicates a progression towards the goal 
faster than expected. 


Before the referendum, the total collec- 


tion was set at 68,900 volumes when the 
population of the village was about 
60,000, resulting in a ratio of 1.1 books 
per person. 


The total is now more than 114,000 


books for the 1970 population figure of 
about 64,900.

Jack Walsh might be in for a pay raise if 
a recommendation made by the village 
board's legal committee Tuesday night is 
adopted.

Mid a recommendation has 
been made to increase Walsh's yearly 
compensation from $2,000 to $4,800. 


In 1969 a similar recommendation was 


made to raise Walsh's salary from 12,000 
to $3,600 but was voided when the village 
learned that such a change must be writ- 
ten into village ordinances at least six 
months before village elections.

board's action was taken only 
four 


months prior to the April 1969 election. 


Palmatier said the committee based 


Its recommendation on the fact that 
Walsh's present salary has been in effect 
since 1961. The proposed increase cannot, 
under election taws, take effect 
until 


April. 1973 when the village's population 
will have more than doubled in size, put- 


ting more demands on the mayor. 


PALMATIER ALSO said the com- 


mittee felt $4,800 was "in line with exist- 
ing salary schedules in towns of a com- 
parable size." 


The committee declined, however, to 


make a similar recommendation for vil- 
lage trustees, who now earn $25 per 
meeting. The last increase for trustees 
came in 1969, when they were paid $15 a 
meeting. 


Palmatier said the committee did not 


recommend a pay hike for trustees be- 
cause such action would not take effect 
until April of 1973 when the form of vil- 
lage government might be changed un- 
der the home rule power Arlington 
Heights received today. 


A study committee to review possible 


changes in local government will be es- 
tablished soon, and Palmatier said the 
matter of salaries for trustees should be 
brought up later for review by the study 
group.

The federal search warrants were is- 


sued Monday by U.S. Magistrate Olga 
Jurco after the FBI presented an affida- 
vit for search warrants, explaining the 
background investigation. 


In the sworn affidavit, the FBI pre- 


sented a list of six names, alleging that 
the men, "have been and are now con- 
ducting, 
financing, 
managing, super- 


vising and directing all or part of an ille- 
gal gambling business which has a gross 
revenue of at least $2,000 a day in any 
single day . .." 


IN ADDITION TO Rochetti, the men 


listed 
included 
Ferdinando Ladurini, 


Sam Crimo Jr., Richard Barlow, Jack A. 
O'Brien, and Wrightman. Also named 
was a man known only at that time as 
"Rocky" who the FBI said was known to 
be Rochetti's father. 


The FBI said in the affidavit it gained 


the information on the alleged gambling 
activity through a telephone wiretap, 
which was authorized by Edwin A. Rob- 
son, chief US, district judge, Northern 
District on June 14. 


"On the basis of those interceptions," 


the FBI said in its affidavit, "it was dis- 
closed that those six are utilizing these 
telephones in the operation of a sophis- 
ticated illegal gambling business . .." 


The FBI said that in conversations

ACCORDING TO the affidavit, a call 


between Rochetti and Ladurini was inter- 


cepted June 26 in which the men "re- 
viewed the previous day's business and 
agreed on a figure." The FBI further al- 
leged that during two other calls the 
same day, the two men exchanged sev- 
eral hundred dollars in wagers. 
'The affidavit charged the men were 
operating in violation of Title 18 of the 
U.S. Code, Section 1955, the Illegal Gam- 
bling Business Statute, and with the in- 
tent to violate the gambling laws of the 
State of Illinois. 


None of the men, however, was ar- 


rested on any gambling charges, state or 
federal.

Four-Month Commuter's Headache Starts On Kennedy

A four-month commuter's headache 


will begin at 10 a.m. Tuesday for motor- 
ists from the Northwest suburbs who use 
the Kennedy Expressway. 


Officials of the Illinois Department of 


Public Works and Buildings announced 
yesterday a four-stage, $15.7 million re- 
surfacing project which will close two 
lanes of the expressway at a time until 
Oct. 22. 


The resurfacing project will cover the 


entire Kennedy Expressway from Mann- 
heim R o a d to the Eisenhower Ex- 


pressway in the Loop. At the same time, 
reconstruction work and improvements 
will begin on the local lane portion of the 
Dan Ryan Expressway to 65th Street. 


Northwest suburban motorists trav- 


eling into Chicago from the Northwest 
Tollway will be channeled into one lane 
of traffic just beyond East River Road. 


At Poster Avenue, they will be directed 


across a temporary crossover into one of 
the four lanes normally reserved for 
northbound traffic. 


At Montrose Avenue the motorists will 


enter the Kennedy's two reversible ex- 


press lanes, which will direct them to 
Chicago's Loop. There will be no exits 
available for Northwest suburban motor- 
ists between the Northwest Tollway and 
the Loop. 


Local traffic will enter at East River 


Road from the Kennedy Expressway 
from the airport, at Foster and at the 
Edens Expressway junction. However, 
that traffic will be kept in the outside 
southbound lane, while construction work 
proceeds on the two inside southbound 
lanes. 


"We expect tremendous problems in 


traffic movement and control, unless mo- 
torists can assist us by staying off the 
roads, or if they must travel by ex- 
pressways, to exercise the utmost pa- 
tience and cooperation," said William F. 
Cellini, director of Illinois Department of 
Public Works and Buildings. 


"I strongly urge commuters to use oth- 


er forms of transportation, such as the 
CTA, commuter railroads and buses, or 
to find their own best alternate routes to 
and from work during the period," he 
said. 


About 225,000 cars use the expressway 


every day, he said, and added that "we'll 
still have traffic problems" even if only 
half of that number use the Kennedy Ex- 
pressway during the construction period. 


Speed limits will be reduced to 45 


m p.h. during construction, and the num- 
ber of emergency patrol vehicles in use 
to clear traffic "hot spots" will be 
doubled. 


Trucks and buses will be permitted to 


use the local lanes on the Kennedy, but 
they will not be permitted to enter the

her teacher with puzzled eyes. Then her 
face breaks into a smile as she says, "I 
have no sister." 


SAIMA IS ONE of 27 high school stu- 


dents, whose native language is not Eng- 
lish, now attending free summer school 


language classes as part of a Maine 
Township High School Dist. 207 federally- 
funded program. Students who are not 
foreign-born but who have special lan- 
guage problems are also being helped in 
the June 16 through July 23 program. 


"As soon as word got out in the com- 


munity about the English classes, we 
started getting calls," said Mrs. Judy 


Graham, Dist. 207 teacher training con- 
sultant and head of the program. 


"We found out about Siiina through 


her neighbors. She had just ar-ived from 
Yugoslavia," Mrs. Graham said. 


"We also have students from Greece, 


Mexico, Thailand, Vietnam, Jamaica, 
Arabia and Spain. Loui and Martha 
Tountas just got here from Greece and 


they don't know a word of English," she 
said 


"These children come with both lan- 


guage and socialization problems," said 
Mrs Graham. "Some of their parents do 
not speak English or do not speak it well. 
They want their children to retain then- 
own languages and we do, too. We would

The Supreme Court, in a historic 6-3

greater than the same period last year. 
At the present rate of demand, by the 
end of this year the Center will be 
serving 60 per cent more families than 
three years ago. 


Clients come from Arlington Heights, 


Mount Prospect, Elk Grove Village, 
Prospect Heights, Des Plaines, Wheel- 
ing, Buffalo Grove, Rolling Meadows, 
Palatine, Hoffman Estates and Schaum- 
burg. 


Despite the marked increase in service 


and the strain placed on its professional 
staff, the Center has been able to absorb 
the added burden without substantially 
increasing operating expenses. For ex- 
ample, the 1971 operating budget of 
$78,000 is only 6.5 per cent higher than 
1970 even though it is handling 25 per 
cent more cases.

decision of the owners 


He also said he would continue opposi- 


tion to a federal plan to build the new 
post office on federally owned property 
at Oakton and Executive Way. The Lee- 
Forest site would cost $50,000 more than 
they paid for the Oakton site, postal offi- 
cials have said 


He told the council June 7 the postal 


authorities are reexamming their build- 
ing and site plans for Des Plaines, but 
no decision can be expected within the 
next few months because of the confu- 
sion caused by post office reorganiza- 
tion. 


The proposed post office would provide 


a way of consolidating operations at four 
locations, three in Des Plaines and one 
in Rosemont. 


At the zoning board hearing, site own- 


ers asked that the lots be changed from

never want them to give up their native 
languages," she said. 


"On the whole we've had a great deal 


of cooperation from the parents. We hope 
to have conferences with them before the 
program ends," she said. 


THE CLASSES ARE conducted from 9 


a.m to noon weekdays in the center 
court of Maine East High School. This is 
the first year of the program. 


"In the past, grants have always been 


given to the whole township. Last year it 
was decided each district would take 
care of its own summer programs," Mrs. 
Graham said. 


Eight teachers were recruited from lo- 


cal elementary and high schools by 
Mrs. 


Graham and Robert Jacobsen, head of 
teacher training for Dist. 207 and pro- 
gram director. , 


Mary Keeley, a teaching consultant 


who has specialized in teaching English 
as a second language for Dist 62, helped 
train the summer program teachers. 


The funds from the grant must be 


stretched to cover salaries, textbooks, 
language equipment and busing students 
to and from the school, according to Ja- 
cobsen 


"Everything is here," he said. "Now 


we're trying to assess the individual 
needs of the students in order to prepare 
them 
for 
an English-speaking 
high 


school. In some cases we have no aca- 
demic records at all for them. And 
they're anywhere from 14 to 19 years 
old." 


"THE TASK IS to give them the indi- 


vidualized attention they need and to 
work from the beginning in some cases 
to teach them to speak, read, and write 
English. They also receive credit for this 
program toward graduation," Jacobsen 
said. 


"The teachers are working with stu- 


dents of many different language back- 
grounds. It's not necessary that the 
teachers know all of the native lan- 
guages, only that they can commu- 
nicate," Jacobsen said. 


"Social interaction is a part of this in 


addition to academic interaction and we 
encourage the teachers to take time out 
from the language lessons once in a 
while and to play different sports with 
their students. It's like a break or a re- 
cess," Jacobsen said, "and gives'the 
teachers a chance to get to know the stu- 
dents personally." > 


Psychologist Vic* Costanza meets with 


the students if social problems arise, and 
also works closely with the teachers in 
their day-to-day efforts to communicate 
through the language barriers. 


In one classroom the students are writ- 


ing their names, addresses and phone 
numbers on the blackboard. 


In another they are learning the shapes 


and colors of traffic signs and dramati- 
cally demonstrating for their teacher the 
meanings of "stop," "go" and "railroad 
crossing "

Light And Form 


Are Blended 


In Foam House 
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by FRAN HECKART 


It you're traveling near the Chat- 


tahoochee Valley of Georgia and Ala- 
bama, you might catch a glimpse of 
what appears to be a giant whipped 
cream house. 


However, closer inspection will reveal 


a two-bedroom house constructed from 
one of the most modern building sub- 
stances, polyurethane foam. 


WestPoint Pepperell, one of the na- 


tion's largest textile companies, con- 
structed the foam house near West Point, 
Ga., to demonstrate the adaptability of 
textile fabrics to modern and future 
modes of livingl 


Polyurethane foam Is formed when a 


mix of liquids is sprayed under air pres- 
sure onto inflated weather balloon? 
where It hardens Instantly, as light as 
meringue, as sturdy as concrete and as 
sculpturally free as the designer dares to 
be. The WestPoint Pepperell house is a 
series of domes strung together on a 
a lakeshore to form a futuristic shape 
which reflects a new look in leisure liv- 
ing. 


The curvilinear style of living presents 


a welcome change from standard archi- 
tectural forms. Right angles can demand 
a certain way of life, and represent a 
boxlike situation which often requires 
contrived decorating schemes. The clus- 
ter of domes, all foamed together, repre- 
sents • livable unit, where life can be as 
free as the modem cave-like forms. 


Since fabric balloons provided the 


shapes for the rooms, their presence Is 
still visible as folds, pleats and seams 
add textural Interest to the almost poetic 
shapes of the interior walls. Natural light 
floods in from strategically placed plas- 
tic windows and domes. Because of the 
rounded and curved surfaces, the light 
reflects back and forth, creating a pleas- 
ant and relaxing interior atmosphere. 
Thus, an unusual blending of light and 
form is one of the secrets to the appeal 
of the dome bouse. 


Foamed on the site on a cement slab, 


the fireproof house would only cost about 
$15,000 to miild since labor time is drasti- 
cally cut. Once the foaming was com- 
plete, a one-iii?h thick coat of fire-resis- 


tant foam was sprayed onto the interior. 


Since the house is on one level, all 


plumbing was cast into the floor slab. 
Bath and shower lines in the large bath- 
ing egg were foamed into an interior par- 
tition. The slab also carries some of the 
electrical wiring; the rest of the wiring 
was either attached to the forms before 
spraying or carried in a wood wall that 
runs the length of the house. 


The foam is such a good insulator that 


heating and cooling bills are also re- 
duced. 


Because of the new shapes and dimen- 


sions, furniture in a foam house is kept 
at a minimum, most of it is built right 
into the walls. This is true of seating, 
beds, storage space, bathroom and table 
or shelf units. Here and there are an oc- 
casional loose chair, often in a very un- 
conventional shape, a chest, a standing 
clock and lamp. 


These free-standing items were chosen 


for design contribution, and as color ac- 
cents. Still, much of the decorating dra- 
ma comes from the fabrics used through- 
out the house. Colors are bright and the 
designs are bold. 


Vera Hahn, interior design editor at 


American Home Magazine, who handled 
the decorating, said, "This house was a 
great inspiration to me; I felt it de- 
manded a certain way of handling. It 
needed special furniture, very little fur- 
niture." And, as a result, much of the 
decorating was achieved with textures, 
color and the unusual shapes and curves. 


In the dining room, the built-in dining 


table is surrounded by carpeted seating 
levels which wind around it to form a 
comfortable conversation pit. The living 
room has an abundance of bench-like 
space around the room, foamed in rigidly 
and softened with foam cushions and 
throw pillows covered in terry cloth, cot- 
ton duck and stretch denim. 


Because of the fluidity of the lines, 


reminiscent of water and its smoothness, 
the decorator was inspired by blues, pur- 
ples and green and white of the Cabin 
Craft line of carpeting. The colon blend 
into one another from one dome to the 
next with perfect harmony offering a 
sharp contrast to the stark' white of

walls. Durable and naturally colorful, 
easy-care carpet has been used through- 
out the whole house. 


Carpeting plays a big role in the house. 


According to Felix Drury, professor of 
architecture at Yale University, who de- 
signed the foam house, wall-to-wall car- 
peting makes a lot of sense in foam con- 
struction because it distinguishes be- 
tween floor and wall, and helps to soften 
the semi-orientationless organic world of 
the domes. 


In building a foam house rigors of or- 


dinary architectural situations as applied 
to rectilinear construction cannot be 
completely ignored. All the needs of hu- 
man occupancy are still there. There are 
problems of scale, general space control, 
to allow people to feel comfortable, and 
to utilize the building from a practical 
and tangible point of view. 


"I guess I had several purposes in de- 


signing this house," said Drury. "I've 
built a number of foam buildings and 
with each one I uncover a new pile of 
information or a new pile of stimuli that 
I want to respond to, and these have to 
do with finding an ability to control cur- 
vilinear space. 


"As drastic changes occur in man's 


use and sense of time and scale and 
place, foam allows the architect to ex- 
periment with conditions which might ac- 
commodate these changes. Why worry 
whether or not it's forever." 


THE LIVING ROOM of the soft edge foam house con- 
tains mostly foamed-in furniture. The room represents 
casual living with brightly colored throw pillows which 


are usually transferred to the floor. The pillows also 
soften the bench-like seating units. 


THE MASTERS OF THE FOAM HOUSE can view the 
stars through a Plexiglas dome directly over the bed. 
This built-in bed is foamed right into the floor. The base 


is carpeted for extra glamour with the same bright 
purple nylon carpet used in the rest of the room. 


AN AUCHIO, NIRCID WALL sepa- 
rates the bathing pool and shower of 
th* bath capsule. Not pictured but 
alto part oil the capsule, are the 


dressing, 
sunbathing, makeup and 


laundry areas. A passage connects 
the free-standing unit to the master 
bedr«om. 


A PARKING LOT FOR MARTIANS or a foam house 
constructed by WastPoint P»pp«r»!l? A tunnel stretches 
from the domed living areas at the upper left to the 


bedroom-bath capsules on the right. The two-bedroom 
hous* provides about 1,800 square feet of enclosed liv- 
ing space.

NEW YORK (UPD—Add to diabolical 


ingredient-carelessness-to summer fun 
and chores, and you may be a candidate 
for an ambulance headed for a hospital 
— or a morgue 


Marjorie May, accident prevention spe- 


cialist with the Greater New York Safety 
Council, said in an interview that care- 
lessness more than anything else sinks 
summer fun. Showing off also can have 
lethal results. 


Careless was the word for the man who 


poured gasoline into the hot tank of the 
power mower when it ran out of gas half- 
way through the lawncutting The resul- 
tant explosion blinded him. 


Showing off was the phrase for the 


young man who dove into the water 
backwards to impress his girlfriend. He 
lived. But he'll never swim, walk or even 
drive a car again. He broke his back and 
can't use his arms or legs. 


Mrs. May, an accident fighter for 25 


years, offered these additional specific 
tips on summer situations: 


COOKOUTS. Keep small children away 


from the fire. Place the grill in a place 
free of debris, overhanging branches or 
dry grass that could burn. Don't squirt 
flame-starter on an existing fire to build 
it up. The fire can follow the stream into 
the can — which can explode in your 
hands. And don't use gasoline to start 
any fire. Gasoline explodes worse than 
the commercial fire-starters. 


Wear an apron over a bikini if you're 


doing the cooking. Grease splatters on 
the tummy hurt as much as grease splat- 
ters on any other part of the anatomy. 
Don't put anything in aerosol cans near 
the heat from the grill. The can may ex- 
plode if it gets too hot. 


Make it a cookout and outdoor rule:

shoes or something protective on feet, 
please. Broken glass, twigs, tree roots 
and you name it can cut and otherwise 
injure feet. 


WATER, DRINKING and dunking Un- 


sure of the safety of a water supply out 
of doors, boil the water hard — a full 
fast boil for 10 minutes. Don't swim until 
one hour after eating, even though 
there's some feeling among some author- 
ities that it's okay to eat and swim im- 
mediately. Mrs. May said that may be 
okay for some persons but generally it's 
best to wait. 


Don't jump head-first into unfamiliar 


water. You may hit a submerged rock or 
a tree trunk or some other object that 
will crack your skull. Don't swim alone 
and don't swim in water that isn't con- 
sidered safe If the water has a bad odor 
or if you notice anything emptying into it 


from a sewer pipe, stay away. Exercise 
caution at all times. 


PICNICS. DON'T pack cold food until 


the last minute and then only in contain- 
ers you know will keep food below 50 de- 
grees. At temperatures above that food 
containing salad dressing, cream and 
such is apt to spoil and cause food poi- 
soning. 


Don't show off — whatever it is that 


you're doing. Such tactics include horse- 
playing. "Usually, sooner or later, some- 
one gets hurt," Mrs. May said "All to 
often it's an innocent bystander." 


Backyard pools. A child can drown in 


three inches of water. Supervision's 
called for even when a tot's splashing 
about in a pool that's little larger than a 
bathtub. Mrs. May suggested all back- 
yard pools have six-foot fences if they 
are in children's neighborhoods.

Historians Hope To Save Rand Mill

Motorists passing it on their way to 


work see only a strange-looking old 
building with chipping paint and multi- 
colored shingles. 


Youngsters on their way to the Rand 


Park fieldhouse see a three-story "barn" 
surrounded by tree stumps and weeds. 


And some long-time residents of Des 


Plaines see it as a fading reminder of 
what Des Plaines once was — a rural 
community with a few thousand people. 


The "old barn," as it is usually called, 


has a unique place in Des Plaines history 
and the development of the Northwest 
suburbs, according to the Des Plaines 
Historical Society. 


But the barn, known as the Rand mill 


and regarded as the oldest building in 
Des Plaines, may be replaced soon with 
$450,000 multi-story apartment buildings. 


THE DES PLAINES Zoning Board of 


Appeals last week voted to recommend 
to the city council July 6 that the barn 
property, at the northeast corner of Des 
Plaines, River Road and Miner Street, 
be rezoned to allow construction of two

He is to answer the grand 
theft charge in felony court in Niles at 11 
a.m. Tuesday. Police Chief Martin Con- 


roy suspended Heidt from his post, pend- 
ing a hearing by the Schaumburg Fire 
and Police Commission on a charge of 
conduct unbecoming a police officer. 


The theft charge against Heidt alleges 


he stole such items as a car tape player, 
a household mixer, a wheelbarrow, and 
pieces of carpeting from the Sean Roe- 
buck and Co. store being prepared for 
opening at Woodfield Mail Heidt, like 
most other members of the department, 
had been assigned to tours of night se- 


curity guard duty at the shopping center. 


HEIDT'S ARREST Tuesday came just 


one day before he was to have left the 
department. He submitted his resigna- 
tion three weeks to the day before his 
arrest. Chief Conroy said the thefts are 
alleged to have occurred over the past 
week and a half, after Heidt submitted 
his resignation. 


Heidt has been on the Schaumburg po- 


lice force more than five years, said 
Chief Conroy, and until his arrest his

diation in River Trails Dist. 26 contract 
negotiations and say they will go to the 
National Labor Relations Board if the 
school board does not make a similar 
request for mediation. 


Last week James Retzlaff, assistant 


superintendent and head of the board's 
negotiating team, announced, "Our nego- 
tiations have reached a stalemate." He 
indicated that the board's team would 
make no decision on mediation until af- 
ter the board'* regular meeting on 
Julys. 


The teachers' negotiating team, led by 


Gary Rathgeber, has already mailed a 
letter to the federal mediators asking for 
assistance in the bargaining. The ne- 
gotiators said the board's team will be 


violating the current teachers contract if 
it fails to make a similar request to fed- 
eral mediators. "If this happens we will 
have to go to the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board." 


The two teams have been negotiating 


teachers' salaries and benefits, and their 
professional 
negotiations 
agreement 


since February. This is the second year 
the teachers and the board have held for- 
mal bargaining and the first time they 
have declared an impasse. 


No one on the board's negotiating team 


would say whether it plans to contact 
federal mediators. Negotiator Neil Le- 
Febvre said, "In our ground rules we 
(the board and the teachers) agreed to 
not issue a press release without mutual 
consent. I feel I can not comment on ne-

gotiations. We are trying to do this thing 
legally and properly." 


Reflecting the same sentiments, Supt. 


Winston Harwood said "Negotiations are 
of such a nature that anyone acting in 
good faith will settle the issues in the 
normal negotiations procedure and not 
try to settle it in the newspaper."

serving the home of Dr. Clarence Earle, 
a pioneer physician, which also stands 
on the site, Wolf said. 


Des Plaines Mayor Herbert Behrel 


said the Dooley property has been left 
out of the downtown rezoning changes al- 
lowing apartment buildings because of 
its "sentimental value" and because re- 
zoning might "damage the character of 
the site." 


The city has no ordinance for designa- 


ting property as a historic site, and Doo- 
ley "has a perfect right to develop that 
property for whatever reason, and a per- 
fect right to ask for rezoning," the may- 
or said. 


Aid. Spencer Chase (3rd), chairman of 


the city council's library and historical 
society committee, says he favors pre- 
serving the Rand Mill site, and he will 
discuss this possibility with the historical 
society. 


Historical society officials say that if 


Des Plaines has a historic site, it is the 
Rand Mill, and they are working to find 
a way to save it.

Was Harwood's Contribution 


(Today Winston Harwood officially re- 


tires from the-post of superintendent of 
River Trails Dist. 26. He has headed the 
district for eight years. He has been in 
the education field more than 30. In a 
series of Interviews recently, he talked 
about his years in education and some of 
his views on teaching. The first of two 
articles appears today.)

Looking back over his eight years with 


Dist. 26, Supt. Winston Harwood said his 
greatest contribution was "establishing a 
sound, eager and professional staff. 


"We had to find capable people under 


adverse conditions (a tight job market)," 
said Harwood. "I believe the key to edu- 
cation is putting a skilled teacher in a 
classroom with the fewes.t number of 
children possible." 


Harwood's opinions about education re- 


flect his philosophy of success. He.be- 
lieves, "You are only successful to the 
degree that you have been able to con- 
tribute something to other people's hope 
for achievement." 


Harwood was a teacher and principal 


for almost 30 years before he became 
Dist. 26 superintendent. His career in 
education began almost as an accident. 


"When I was in high school I always 


had the idea that I would like law. In 
1929, I entered the University of Illinois 
and began pre-Iaw studies. Three years 
later the depression came, and what 
little money I had was wiped out." 


"I got a job for my room and board 


and decided to go back to school and 
switch to education. I crammed all my 
education courses into one year and re- 
ceived my degree in 1933," said Har- 
wood. "In those days the question was 
not what do I want to do, but where can I 
find a job. Once I got into education, 
though, I liked it." 


HARWOOD'S FIRST job in education 


was in a town in central Illinois teaching 
a fifth grade class and directing the 
grade school athletic program. "I earned 
$70 a month during the school year and 
$40 a month during the summer at a 
clothing store." 


In 1937 Harwood applied for a position 


teaching a junior high class and direct- 
ing athletics In a neighboring town 
"Cars were lined up along the street for 
that job. I was lucky and got it. It was a 


real plum. It paid $100 a month." During 
the summers Harwood earned $40 a 
month in a restaurant. By that tune he 
had three children. His rent was only $25 
a month. 


At 29, Harwood accepted a job as a 


grade school principal in another central 
Illinois town. The job included the re- 
sponsibilities of teaching an eighth grade 
class and coaching the athletic program. 


FROM 1942 TO 1947 Harwood coached 


at a high school and earned his master's 
degree. Then he moved to another town 
and became principal of a high school 
and superintendent of an elementary 
school district. "That was a difficult job 
because I had to work with two separate 
boards." 


Harwood became superintendent of a 


unit district in 1953. Then in 1961 he 
moved from central Illinois to the Chi- 
cago area and accepted a position as as- 
sistant superintendent in Dist. 21. 


Reviewing his more than 35 years in 


education, Harwood said, "I think the 
w h o l e philosophy of teaching has 
changed. It used to be that when you ac- 
cepted a job you did all of the things you 
were expected to and more. There was 
no such thing as extra duty com- 
pensation or reimbursement for tuition 
costs. We didn't have unionization." 


"I think teachers today have a better 


situation in one sense," said Harwood. 
"We didn't have audio-visual aides or the 
amount of release time teachers have to- 
day." 


CONCERNING THE latest techniques 


such as "team teaching" and schools di- 
rected by private companies, Harwood 
said, "education is like a pendulum. It 
swines from extremes." 


"I've watched so many things come 


and go. But after they are tried for 
awhile, you always come back to the po- 
sition that there is no better method of 
teaching than having an individual who 
is truly skilled," said Harwood. He de- 
fined a skilled teacher as someone who 
"absolutely knows the subject matter 
and who knows the technique of teach- 
ing. This person can apply teaching to 
the individual child in the classroom and 
has the willingness to work. 


"Nothing can replace a top-notch 


teacher in the classroom," added Har- 
wood.
